hen this sport first began some 33 

years ago, divers were highly terri- 
torial creatures. They learned scuba in 
the local pool and limited their diving ac- 
tivities to fairly tight boundaries around 
their home states. In those days, if you 
asked an Ohio diver why he kept diving 
in quarries and lakes his response would 
be, ‘‘That’s all there is in Ohio.”’ 

Times have changed, and today mobil- 
ity is the key trend in the American sport 
diving scene: Travel has become the 
largest single interest and activity. 

Dive travel really began to blossom 
with the development of tropical resorts 
in the Caribbean and Pacific. Locations 
such as Roatan, Bonaire and Cayman 
became household words among divers 
in the U.S. The romance and the adven- 
ture of tropical coral reef diving became 
irresistible. According to the most recent 
biannual Subscriber Study, almost 50 
percent of SDM readers take at least one 
dive vacation outside the continental Unit- 
ed States. 

lronically, the enthusiasm for dive trav- 
el has now come full circle and domestic 
dive locations within the U.S. are enjoy- 
ing a booming prosperity. In fact, inter- 
state travel for the purpose of diving is 
perhaps the largest and fastest growing 
segment of the travel phenomenon. 

In late 1983 SDM conducted a 90 day 
study of its readers. The magazine col- 
lected a sampling of 9,256 Reader Serv- 
ice cards containing a mini-survey of five 
questions. It was the largest sampling for 
a survey of its kind and the tabulated re- 
sults were impressive. 

The study indicated that almost 84 per- 
cent of SDM’s readers take at least one 
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DIVE TRAVEL IN AMERICA 


to two diving trips outside their home 
states each year. This would indicate a 
remarkably high degree of mobility within 
our sport. Divers no longer seem satis- 
fied or content with diving in their own 
backyards. The people in this sport have 
become better educated and more so- 
phisticated. They seek a greater variety 
of diving experiences. 

While 47 percent of the respondents 
make one or two out-of-state trips per 
year, 28 percent are more frequent trav- 
elers, making three to five trips per year. 
Another 11 percent make between six 
and nine trips per year. The most amaz- 
ing factor is the discovery of the almost 
14 percent who make 10 or more out-of- 
state dive trips annually. These are the 
super travelers. 

As one might expect, the largest seg- 
ment of interstate travelers go by car. 
This mode of transportation accounts for 
50 percent of all out-of-state travelers. 

The surprise revelation is that 27 per- 
cent of SDM readers make their out-of- 
State dive trips by airplane. This would in- 
dicate long range trips of 500 miles or 
more. Twelve percent of the respondents 
indicated travel by van and another five 
percent utilize campers. 

Perhaps the most interesting aspects 
of the study concern what divers are 
looking for when they leave their home 
states. Fifty-five percent indicated clear 
waters were their most important consid- 
eration in selecting an out-of-state dive 
location. Fifteen percent were in search 
of live coral reefs. Twelve percent rate 


warm water as their number one consid-: 


eration. Eleven percent are interested pri- 
marily in shipwrecks and six percent are 
looking for fish. 

When quizzed on where they plan their 
future out-of-state trips, the SDM readers 
picked Florida by an overwhelming mar- 
gin. This choice is in line with the desire 
for clear, warm water with coral reefs. 

Sixty-five percent of the readers 
choose the Flroida Keys as their destina- 
tion for future trips. It should be noted that 
this extremely high ranking for the Keys 





may have been influenced by SKIN DIV- 
ER’s July 1983 Special Section on this 
area which had been published a month 
or two prior to the study. 

Forty percent of the readers selected 
Florida as their primary destination. This 
would indicate a high interest for such 
areas as Palm Beach, Florida springs, 
Pompano Beach and Ft. Lauderdale. 

Nineteen percent of the readers select- 
ed California as their first choice. This 
would probably account for divers living 
in the neighboring states of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Utah, Colorado and Oregon. 

Eleven percent of the readers indicated 
the New England coastline as their prima- 
ry choice. Thirteen percent choose the 
Great Lakes. Nine percent selected the 
mid-Atlantic states from New York to the 
Carolinas. Five percent indicated Wash- 
ington as their primary destination. 

The dive stores seem to be the biggest 
beneficiaries of this new trend. Shops 
that were content with sales in their local 
areas are now branching out into dive 
boat charters and other special services 
for out-of-state visitors. Dive stores are 
beginning to organize combination dive 
vacation packages with hotels and boat 
operators. They are advertising these 
programs and working with dive stores in 
neighboring states. 

SKIN DIVER Magazine, which has 
been monitoring this trend for years, Is 
now focusing its editorial attention on in- 
terstate travel as well as overseas travel. 
SDM has launched a series of special do- 
mestic travel articles in various areas of 
Florida, California and the mid-Atlantic 
states. The March issue contained a spe- 
cial article on the Palm Beach area, this 
issue has one on the Ft. Lauderdale area. 
June will cover the New York and New 
Jersey area; July will be devoted to the 
Florida Keys; August will feature Santa 
Barbara; November will cover Miami Met- 
ro and the December issue will cover the 
Florida springs. 

The formation of a sub-industry is be- 
ginning to emerge in the area of domestic 
travel. >

ar squeeze is the most common div- 
ing related illness. All divers eventual- 
ly have some ear problem. External infec- 
tions, sometimes called swimmer’s ear, 
are not owing to diving itself, but occur 
when water gets into the ear canal and 
remains long enough to allow bacteria 
and fungi to grow. This is best prevented 
by making an effort to get the water out 
of your ear canal. Tilt your head sideways 
and pull on your ear lobe or shake your 
head. Prevention of external infections is 
best done by using Otic Domeboro solu- 
tion—a few drops in each ear before and 
after water exposure are adequate. 
Clearing your ears requires another 
consideration. The problem here is that 
you cannot get the eustachian tubes 
open to allow air to enter the middle ear 
and equalize the pressure across the ear- 
drum. Be sure there is no congestion in 
your nose or throat when you dive, then 
begin clearing your ears before you de- 
scend and continue to clear every foot or 
two as you go down. Waiting for an ear 
to hurt before you try to clear is a bad 
habit and usually results in you being un- 
able to clear. You are obliged to ascend, 
clear again then try another descent. 


CONSEQUENCES OF SQUEEZE 

Middle ear squeeze produces swelling 
of the lining of the middle ear and eusta- 
Chian tube plus fluid accumulation in the 
middle ear. Often the fluid will not clear 
until the swelling has subsided and nor- 
mal eustachian tube function returns. This 
frequently requires five or six days and 
occasionally one or two weeks. The pres- 
ence of other factors such as nasal aller- 
gy or irritation from smoking can prolong 
the recovery period. With middle ear fluid 
accumulation, sound is not transmitted 
properly to the inner ear, but it still re- 
sponds to noises which are present in the 
head and are usually masked by outside

sounds. Thus, an occasional hiss or 
buzzing noise can be heard. Hissing or 
buzzing sounds following an ear squeeze 
can represent middle ear or inner ear in- 
jury. If these sounds are not accompa- 
nied by other ear symptoms suggesting 
inner ear injury—such as vertigo or hear- 
ing loss—are not loud or are intermittent, 
these symptoms are probably related to 
middle ear squeeze. 

As mentioned above, ear squeeze 
should be avoided by adequately clear- 
ing the ears every foot or two during de- 
scent. Once a squeeze is present, medi- 
cal attention should be sought. Most mid- 
dle ear squeeze can be successfully 
treated with medication, but you should 
not return to diving until the ear is com- 
pletely clear. If you have frequent prob- 
lems with ear clearing during diving or if 
the squeeze does not clear within ten 
days, you should consult an ENT physi- 
cian. If hearing loss, vertigo, dizziness or 
loud roaring or ringing noises are pres- 
ent, you should seek prompt treatment 
with a physician specializing in ENT (Ear, 
Nose and Throat). 


PERFORATED EARDRUMS 

You should not dive with a perforated 
eardrum. Sometimes cold water entering 
the middie ear through one will upset 
your balance mechanism located next to 
the middle ear and cause sudden vertigo, 
dizziness or even vomiting. None of 
these things are conducive to safe diving. 
Also, when there is a hole in your ear- 
drum, water will enter the middle ear, 
Cause an infection and eventually, with 
repeated damage, result in hearing prob- 
lems. However, most eardrum perfora- 
tions caused by diving are not perma- 
nent. First you must let the perforation 
close and heal before resuming diving. If 
you rupture an eardrum while diving, you 
should see a physician, get treatment to 
prevent ear infection and wait for healing 
to occur. You may be unable to dive for 
three to four weeks, but with proper care, 
the drum will heal. After an examination 
by your doctor, you should be able to 
dive again. 

Chronic eardrum perforations usually 
occur when there is poor eustachian tube 
function. Unless the tube functions ade- 
quately, the eardrum perforation will not 
heal. Frequently, poor eustachian tube 
function is related to chronic nasal or si- 
nus disease. Individuals who have a per- 
manent eardrum perforation should con- 
sult an ENT specialist. They should not 
dive until any identifiable causes of poor 
eustachian tube function have been ade- 
quately treated and the eardrum perfora- 
tion has been repaired. All divers need to 
be aware that nondiving related chronic 
middle ear disease indicates the pres- 
ence of poor eustachian tube function, if 
this occurs in the absence of significant 
atmopsheric pressure changes. Such in-

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dividuals are definitely more likely to ex- 
hibit inadequate eustachian tube function 
and middle or possible inner ear baro- 
trauma when exposed to the atmospheric 
changes encountered in diving. 

lf you have perforated an eardrum 
while diving, you should promptly seek 
medical help to be sure it heals properly. 
lf the drum does not heal, you should see 
an ENT specialist. All divers should take 
care to properly clear their ears during 
descent. Eardrum perforations while div- 
ing, owing to inadequate middle ear pres- 
sure equalibration during descent, are 
preventable. Such occurrences indicate 
an unsafe diving technique, specifically, 
a descent rate that is too fast with inade- 
quate attention to middle ear clearing. 


ROUND WINDOW RUPTURE 

This is an infrequent problem but one 
that does occur and is more difficult to 
deal with than a simple middle ear 
squeeze. Inner ear barotrauma during 
sport diving has been related to inade- 
quate middle ear clearing with the devel- 
opment of a negative middle ear pres- 
sure during descent. This can lead to rup- 
ture of membranes within the inner ear or 
of the round or oval windows, mem- 
branes which normally seal the inner ear 
fluid from the middle ear. With such rup- 
ture, fluid leaks from the inner ear into the 
middle ear. Round window rupture is 
more likely to occur if the diver strains or 
tries to do a forceful valsalva maneuver 
to clear the ears while at depth. Round or 
oval window rupture is accompanied by 
nausea, vomiting, vertigo, hearing loss 
and noise in the ear. One or all of these 
symptoms may be present and are fre- 
quently noted during ascent or immedi- 
ately after surfacing from relatively shal- 
low dives not involving staged decom- 
pression. Vertigo with possible nausea 
and vomiting can be life-threatening while 
at depth. Occasionally, the diver may not 
notice ear squeeze during the dive. If an 
ear examination is delayed for five to sev- 
en days, signs of middle ear barotrauma 
may have subsided with the window rup- 
ture persisting. If a window rupture is sus- 
pected, removal of the diver from the wa- 
ter, bedrest with head elevation, and 
prompt ENT consultation should be 
sought. Surgery may be needed to repair 
the damage. 

Another type of diving inner ear injury 
is inner ear decompression sickness. 
This is more commonly seen during 
deep, mixed gas diving, but can be noted 
during sport diving. Symptoms similar to 
those described above for inner ear baro- 
trauma or round window rupture are not- 
ed. Any diver who notes the onset of 
such symptoms during or after decom- 
pression from dives requiring staged de- 
compression or from dives close to or 
beyond the no decompression limits 
should be considered as having possible 
inner ear decompression sickness. A div-

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A Sneak Preview Of The Underwater Camera 
Of The Future By Geri Murphy 


ikon has just introduced a brand new underwater camera called the Nikonos 
V. Although the exterior looks similar to the current Nikonos IV-A, the new V 
is an entirely different camera. It could be described as a giant step forward in the 
evolutionary progress of the Nikonos series. This newest model combines the best 
features of the Nikonos Ill and Nikonos IV-A, plus a few added high-tech twists. 
To a loyal Nikonos fan (and owners of models Il, Ill, and IV-A) such as myself, the 
new features of the Nikonos V are most intriguing. Let's take a quick look at the changes. 
and additions. 
The most noticeable feature of the Nikonos V is its wide range of shutter speed selec- 
tions. At last we have a Nikonos that can be set on fully automatic or switched to individual 
shutter speed settings. Exposure control has been put back into the hands of the photogra- 
pher. The Nikonos V offers three distinctly different modes of shutter operation. All three are 
clearly marked on the control Knob at the top of the camera. 
The yellow A setting provides fully automatic exposure shutter setting. In this mode, the cam- 
era's internal lightmeter sensor reads the amount of light striking the film plane and transmits the 
data to the camera’s computer brain. This selects precisely the right shutter soeed to match the in- 
coming light. The electronic, stepless shutter can select any speed from 1/30 to 1/1000 second. 
The second and most exciting mode of the Nikonos V shutter control is a range of six manually se- 
lectable shutter soeeds—1/30, 1/60, 1/125, 1/250, 1/500 and 1/1000 second. These settings are ex- 
tremely precise because they are also quartz timed electronic shutter operations. This is a tremendous 
improvement over the old Nikonos II] mechanical shutter. 
The third mode is the M90 setting which is a mechanical shutter speed of 1/90 second. It is a handy 
backup in case the battery goes dead. The M90 will allow electronic flash synchronization for strobe shots. 
Another unique feature of the Nikonos V which ties in with shutter speed control is the new Exposure Data 
Display. This device can be seen in the bottom portion of the camera’s viewfinder. Light Emitting Diodes (LEDs) 
display bright, glowing red numbers which correspond to the various selectable shutter speeds. For example, 
a solidly illuminated number 60 indicates the shutter speed is set on 1/60 second. 
The Exposure Data Display will also indicate the matching shutter speed for a perfect exposure. A blinking LED

number 125 would indicate the correct 
exposure combination of 1/125 second 
for the f stop chosen. 

The display also indicates an overex- 
posure warning and an electronic flash 
ready light. The photographer can 
achieve a very high degree of exposure 
control by utilizing this new Exposure Da- 
ta Display. 

One of the most significant high-tech 
additions to the Nikonos V is the automat- 
ic through-the-lens flash control. A spe- 
cial internal flash sensor measures the 
light (from the flash) being reflected di- 
rectly off the film plane and instanta- 
neously determines the duration of the 
flash for precisely the right amount of

light. The Nikonos V is the only underwa- 
ter camera in the world equipped with 
TTL flash control. Perfectly exposed flash 
photos can be taken with any Nikonos 
including macro tubes or the Ni- 


Here is another twist—the TTL flash 
output control will synchronize with all 
shutter speed settings. At manual 
settings of 1/125, 1/500, or 1/1000 sec- 
ond, the TTL flash output control will 
override the shutter speed setting and re- 
duce it to 1/90 second if the flash is 
turned on. The photographer can also 
balance flash output with ambient light for 
a perfect sunlight/flash exposure. This 
new TIL circuitry is designed to be com- 
patible with Nikon's new underwater 
electronic flash, the SB-102.

Nikonos V, there is good news: The new 
SB-102 is a highly sophisticated electron- 
ic flash that will work on automatic or 
synch with the manual speeds. It has a 
larger diameter reflector, a new and more 
versatile flash arm and a right angle cable 
connector for the camera. While the Ni- 
konos V has a new five pin flash connec- 
tion to accommodate additional wiring for 
TTL mode and exposure data feedback, 
two of these pins are spring loaded. 
Thus, the Nikonos V is compatible with 
existing three pin flash connectors de- 
signed for the Nikonos IIl and IV-A. How- 
ever, strobes designed for use with these 
cameras will not function in the automatic 
mode when used with the Nikonos V. 

A noticeable improvement in the Ni- 
konos V is the design of the back door. 
It is still hinged, but is now fitted with a 
bore seal O-ring for more water-tight in- 
tegrity. Another very much welcomed 
feature is the design of the back door 
latch. It has been greatly simplified and a 
clearly marked orange button provides a 
fail-safe locking arrangement. 

The Nikonos V accepts all of the lenses 
designed for the Nikonos IV-A, but a new 
twist has been added. An additional 28 
mm f 2.8 “dry” lens has been added to 


the Nikonos line. This is specifically made 
for land use and will produce wire-sharp 
photos. The addition of this surface lens 





The locking system for ihe shutter button. 
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greatly extends the versatility of the Ni- 
konos V. Incidentally, the surface lens is 
waterproof against spray or rain, but is 
not pressureproof for underwater use. 

Other minor changes on the Nikonos V 
include: color panels on the front and 
back of the camera (available in either or- 
ange or moss green); a slightly angled 
shutter release button for a more comfort- 
able hand grip; and an improved frame 
counter which displays black numbers on 
a silver background. 

Once again Nikon has captured the 
limelight with a camera innovation that 
will set the pace for future underwater 
photographic equipment. Accessory 
manufacturers are already racing to the 
drawing boards in an effort to design 
items which will be compatible with the 
Nikonos V. Old camera pros will be eager 
to compare the features of this new ma- 
chine with their favorite camera. New- 
comers aspiring to shoot great pictures 
will no doubt find the Nikonos V a helpful 
tool for far better exposures. 

How well does it really perform? It is 
too early to say since the SDM editors 
have not yet had an opportunity to put the 
Nikonos V through its paces. However, 
the first look at this new machine is cer- 
tainly very promising.

rotation is counterclockwise and larger 
numbers are brought in line with the lub- 
ber line. 

It is at this point that confusion some- 
times develops in the use of thumb rules, 
i.e., ‘East is least and west is best.’’ Or, 
to cite another adage that appears to 
conflict with the above: ‘‘Add east, sub- 
tract west to find true.’’ These are not 
conflicting rules but they are confusing. 

The first statement describes a correc- 
tion to be applied to a true bearing or di- 
rection to find a magnetic compass bear- 
ing or heading when the compass error 
is known. 

Conversely, if a compass error is east- 
erly, the compass reading at the lubber 
line is too low. Easterly error must be 
added (add easterly, subtract westerly 
error) if the true direction is to be deter- 
mined. One thumb rule (the first) applies 
when correcting from true to compass; 
the other when correcting from compass 
to true. 

Now forget the whole thing and use 
your magnetic compass as discussed in 
Technifacts for December 1983 and Jan- 
uary 1984. Compasses can be an impor- 
tant aid to safe diving. 








Here’s one more small thing about the 
earth's magnetism and in reply to a com- 
ment in the reader's letter. At present the 
magnetic north pole is not very near 
Prince of Wales Island. It was at 74° north 
latitude, 103° west longitude (at Prince of 
Wales Island) about 1950. By 1970 the 
magnetic north pole had migrated to 
about 76° 10’ north latitude and 101° 
west longitude; nearly 180 miles north of 
Prince of Wales Island. By now, in 1984, 
the magnetic north pole is probably at 
about 77° 70’ north latitude. In case you 
are interested, the magnetic south pole 
was, in 1970, at 66° south latitude and 
139° 10’ east longitude or about 35 miles 
offshore (north) of the Adelie Coast of 
Antarctica. So much for magnetic trivia. 


DIVER PROPULSION VEHICLES 

Recently, Technifacts received a re- 
quest for information about parts for, and 
information on, how to build a diver pro- 
pulsion unit suitable for sport scuba div- 
ing. This information was covered to 
some extent in July. 1980. However, 
some additional information is now avail- 
able and the interest in the subject war- 
rants a brief review of these helpful tools.

might want to write for availability and 
current price prior to ordering. 

There are certain inherent hazards in 
the use of diver propulsion units not pres- 
ent in normal scuba diving. Divers intend- 
ing to build and use a DPV should study 
the manual closely. Apply all the safety 
precautions applicable to regular scuba 
dives with emphasis on those suggested 
in the manual. The principal consider- 
ation for safe use is to realize that condi- 
tions can be made to change so quickly 
with a DPV that it may be difficult for a 
diver to adjust to those changes, particu- 
larly with reference to changes in pres- 
Sure on and in the respiratory system and 
with reference to decompression sched- 
ules and times. Rate of ascent should not 
exceed that specified for the decompres- 
sion schedule in use for the dive. Plan- 
ning becomes even more important than 
in conventional diving exercises. 


HYPERBARIC SYSTEMS 

Information is frequently requested by 
individuals needing engineering data for 
the design of various types of hyperbaric 
systems. Particularly, interest seems to 
remain high for such information with re- 
spect to recompression/decompression 
chambers. ‘| am a senior in the School 
of Engineering at Vanderbilt University.

larly with reference to heating, ventilation, 
and air conditioning system design used 
with such chambers. | would appreciate 
any references or information that you 
could provide on chamber manufacture, 
chamber facilities, chamber design, or 
chamber procedures and activities.’ 

There are several publications dealing 
with the various subjects of hyperbaric fa- 
cilities. Probably the best with reference 
to design information is Subsea Manned 
Engineering by Gerhard Haux and pub- 
lished by Best Publishing Company, P.O. 
Box 1978, San Pedro, California 90732. 
This book discusses almost all types of 
hyperbaric sytems and goes into some 
detail of design criteria in most systems. 

Another book dealing with the subject 
is Man Beneath the Sea; A Review of Un- 
derwater Ocean Engineering by Walter 
Penzias and M.W. Goodman. This book 
is published by Wiley-Interscience, a divi- 
sion of John Wiley and Sons, Inc., New 
York. This book deals more with sub- 
mersible systems than with on-deck 
chambers. However, much of the design 
criteria would be pertinent. 

A third major publication that deals with 





the subject is The Underwater Handbook, 
A Guide to Physiology and Performance 
for the Engineer, edited by Charles W. 
Shilling, Margaret F. Werts, and Nancy R. 
Schandelmeier and published by Plenum 
Press, New York. This publication deals 
more with the physiology, environment, 
physical factors, psychological factors 
and performance of man under pressure 
but deals also to a considerable extent 
with operational safety factors of the diver 
with relation to the physiological and psy- 
chological effects of diving hazards that 
are likely to be encountered as a result of 
operating equipment, including hyperbar- 
ic systems and various types of diver pro- 
pulsion vehicles. Perhaps a good way to 
compare this publication is to state that 
the previous two books will let the equip- 
ment be designed and constructed. The 
later book will tell the designer, and the 
diver, what might happen to the man in 
the water using the equipment. 

Other publications that have some in- 
formation on the subject include the U.S. 
Navy Diving Manual, Part 2. This publica- 
tion has some good information on deep 
diving systems and on saturation diving. 
A small manual titled U.S. Navy Air De- 
compression Table Handbook and De- 
compression Chamber Operator's Hana- 
book also contains some helpful informa- 
tion as does another volume titled Hyper- 
baric Chambers, United States and Can- 


az 


ada which lists the location of most 
chambers throughout the North American 
and Pacific areas. The first two of these 
publications are available from Best Pub- | 
lications at the address given above. The 
last volume is available from the Under- 
sea Medical Society, 6950 Rockville 
Pike, Bethesda, MD 20814.

hoto contest competition is getting 
tougher! With the improvements in 
equipment and instruction and the grow- 
ing number of U/W photographers, win- 
ning today requires more than the ability 
to take a good picture. Winning requires 
skill in analyzing contests, selecting those 
you should enter and those pictures that 
have the greatest chance of winning. 
* Find the right contest. Start 
by contacting the dive shops in 
your area. They can usually di- 
rect you to local contests and 
those sponsored by regional dive coun- 
cils, UPS (Underwater Photographic So- 
ciety) chapters and national certification 
agencies. Read the Diver’s Calendar and 
Film Festivals ‘n Symposiums in SDM 
each month for contest announcements. 
Also check the Scuba Chrome Journal 
and Helix Newsletter. 
While an organization conducting a film 
festival may not be conducting a contest 
at present, it may in the future. Write and 


ask. Don't depend entirely on the list of 
contests included in this article. It is a 
guide only, we can’t be sure of every 
contest a year in advance. 
Study the purpose of the 
contest. If the contest is spon- 
sored by an organization whose 
purpose is to promote interest in 
diving, pictures of happy divers safely en- 
joying the undersea world, possibly in- 
teracting with cuddly marine creatures, 
have a good chance of winning. If the 
sponsor's goals are to promote an 
awareness of the sea, seascapes and 
graceful marine life probably have a bet- 
ter chance of winning than diver portraits. 
lf the contest is sponsored by an equip- 
ment manufacturer, he would naturally 
enjoy having his equipment somehow 
shown in, or identified with, the winning 
picture. In contests sponsored by U/W 
photo clubs, a picture with subtle lighting 
that makes an ordinary subject look spe- 
cial gains points. 


What Rights must you give? 
Most contest rules state that you 
grant the sponsor the right to re- 
produce entries so they can an- 
nounce and show the winners and _ best 
entries in print. This is great as long as re- 
production rights end there! If the rules 
state that the sponsor retains A// Rights to 
your entries and ignore (or the fine print 
disclaims) any obligation to return your 
entries afterward, avoid entering. This is 
a sneaky way to collect pictures that the 
sponsor can use for free and sell to mag- 
azines and other publications for a profit. 
lf, however, they pay you a royalty for the 
use of your photographs, it may be a 
good sale. 
Know the value of the con- 
test. The value of the prizes, 
awards or recognition is a key 
consideration. If the potential re- 
wards are high, it may be worthwhile 
sending your original color slides. If the 
rewards are low, consider sending dupli-

known U/W photographer, whose pub- 
lished work shows an established prefer- 
ence—such as for wide angle scenics 
with a background diver, fish close-ups 
or action photos of divers and marine 
life—he/she may favor such. pictures. 
Judges may also reward their favorite 
lighting. techniques. Non-diving judges 
who are topside photographers often go 
for simple, colorful subjects they can 
identify. They often like the anemone, fish 
or kelp frond portrait that diving judges 
may see as being too ordinary for a win- 


ner. Older non-diving judges, who teach 
topside photography, may look for the 
classical rules of composition, while 
younger judges may prefer something 
more surrealistic. A panel of judges with 
mixed backgrounds may disagree, 
sometimes bitterly, over the merits of dif- 
ferent pictures. Therefore, send photos 
with a variety of styles. 


© Study the past winners. 
Whenever possible, study win- 
ning pictures and try to deter- 
mine why each placed as it did. 
Turaing back to the 1982 PADI Photo 
Search Nationals in the September 1983 
issue of SDM, the theme was ‘‘divers 
having fun.”’ In six of the ten winning pho- 
tos, divers were shown touching, looking 
at or other wise interacting with exciting 
marine creatures, such as octopus and 
fish. The rules clearly stated that prefer- 
ence would be given to a vertical format 
(for a PADI poster) and sure enough, a 
vertical shot took first place. In most of 
the pictures, photo technique appeared 
to be subordinate to subject. 

In the USA (U/W Society of America) 
Photo Winners, published in the January 
1984 issue of SDM, either subtle lighting 
technique or exciting subjects such as 
octopus, squid and seal were the 






winners. Think of the different purposes 


of PADI and USA when you analyze their 
winners. (Note: We will be referring to 
these contests again in other parts of this 
article, so take a moment to locate those 
past issues.) 


Categorize carefully. Some 
contests have categories such 
as wrecks, divers and inverte- 
brates; others may have more 
mechanical categories such as wide an- 
gle, close-up or macro. Read the descrip- 
tions carefully and be sure to enter your 
pictures in the correct categories. We 
have seen excellent entries lose because 
they were not entered in the right catego- - 
ry. If you can’t decide between two- 
categories for a single picture, consider 
entering it in both. This is easier with 
slides because you Can enter two—one in 
each category. With color prints, this 
method may be too expensive. If time al- 
lows, write to the sponsor. Keep your let- 
ter short and include a self-addressed, 
stamped return envelope. | 






Don’t depend on difficulty. 
» Many judges simply don’t care 
how difficult it was for you to 
take the picture—their only con- 
cern is its visual impact! Therefore, if you 
have a picture of some rare creature that 
took great efforts to photograph, don’t 
expect to be rewarded just because you 
worked hard or traveled far. The picture 
must have other attributes as well to win. 
The exceptions, however, would be if a 
judge had a special interest, such as ma- 
rine biology, that attracts him/her to your 
special subject or, if degree of difficulty is 
listed as a Criteria for judging.

The middie Cuda Reef and deeper 
Hammerhead Reef have some of the bet- 
ter populations of corals. The entire pro- 
posed park area includes excellent 
stands of staghorn, brain, star and very 
rare pillar corals, all of which are uncom- 
mon north of the Florida Keys. Although 
somewhat damaged by natural and man- 
made pollutants, including substantial 
port dredging, the reefs are generally 
healthy and, if protected as an extension 
of the Lloyd State Park, will provide an 
excellent seed area for fish, invertebrates 
and corals. An added benefit to protect- 
ing the coral will be better retention of the 
area's wide sandy beaches as the corals 
repopulate. [he park would prohibit 
Spearfishing, tropical collecting, wire fish 
traps, dredging, removal of historical arti- 
facts and all boat anchoring except at 
designated moorings or in the sand. 

Wrecks, both historically significant 
and insignificant, figure prominently in 
Gold Coast diving. Members of the Brow- 
ard County Historical Commission's Ma- 
rine Archaelogical Advisory Council have 
researched a substantial list of wrecks in 
these coastal waters. Some are diveable, 
many beyond our reach, others not yet

quarter horses, as well as the world fa- 
mous harness racing, at the enclosed, 
climate controlled, Pompano Park Har- 
ness Raceway. For horse lovers of the 
non-racing sort, there is Roger Brown's 
World of Miniature Horses with its tiny 15- 
31 inch tall performing thoroughbreds. 
After taking in all the local tourist sights 
there is a dinner show cruise aboard the 
Hidden Harbor Showboat. 

Sailing out past the Hillsboro Inlet light- 
house, diving off these shores is among 
the best in south Florida. Local dive boats 
operate well to the north and south of the 
inlet giving an excellent sampling of Pom- 
pano and Lauderdale reef and wreck 
sites. The reef configuration near shore is 
excellent with many ledges rising high 
above the sand shelf. With high concen- 
trations of lavishly colored sponges, the 
ledges are riddied along their 10-15 foot 
heights with thousands of hiding places 
for small invertebrates and large lobsters. 
Swept clean by the closeness of the Gulf 
Stream, the water visibility is normally ex- 
cellent, making this an ideal underwater 
photo studio for both macro and wide an- 
gle. The combination of high reliefs, out- 
rageous colors, surrealistic sponges and 
concentrations of snappers, spadefish 
and other fish make diving exciting. 

In addition to the soon to be sunk 
freighter, Mazon, Pompano has numer- 
ous historic wrecks. Very near the inlet, 
silver disks dated 1715 were found at a 
yet to be identified, but obviously as- 
sumed to be Spanish, wreck. Io the 
north is the 1835 wreck of the brig Gil 
Blas which, although very shallow, is of 
important historic significance to Broward 
County. Currently under study by the Ma- 
rine Archaeological Advisory Council, the 
wreck figures significantly in the Semi- 
nole Indian wars of that period. Over a 
dozen other wrecks are within a few 
miles north and south of the lighthouse.

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I" 1680 Guiseppe Borelli, an Italian 
physicist and astronomer, designed a 
diving outfit. The fins on Borelli's scuba 
gear looked something like birds’ feet. 
Some 300 years later a Santa Barbara 
underwater photographer, Bob Evans, 
developed a radical new fin which bears 
more than a passing resemblance to 
Borelli’s design. Some people love it, oth- 


ers hate it, but all agree that the Force Fin. 


is different. 

It feels as though you have no fins on 
at all. Advocates of the Force Fin love the 
feeling of freedom they experience when 
using it. Others feel that anything which 
seems so easy can't possibly provide 
any propulsion. 

Three things make the Force Fin differ- 
ent: the blade, the foot pocket and the 
strap. The first two have been awarded a 
U.S. patent. The curved lower surface of 
the blade allows the fin to fold on the up- 
beat of the kick, minimizing resistance. 
On the downbeat, the fin opens up, 
flexes, and snaps, providing forward pro- 
pulsion. According to Evans, the upbeat 
of a dive fin supplies no power, therefore 
resistance on that phase is wasted effort. 

The wide open foot pocket encloses 
only the instep, leaving the foot exposed 
from the ball forward. This shortens the 
resistance arm, reducing strain on the an- 
kle. Instead of pushing the blade with the 
toes, ankle and instep, this feature 
moves the pressure higher up the ankle, 
allowing use of more muscles of the leg. 
The strap is nylon webbing with a special 
buckle that tightens or releases with a tug 
on the end. 

The radical design resulted from Ev- 
ans’ dissatisfaction with the fins he had 
been using. His quest for a better mouse- 
trap lasted through 14 years and 35 dif- 
ferent prototypes. With early encourage- 
ment and help from diving pioneers Bev 
Morgan and Dick Anderson, he pro- 
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gressed through ideas, drawings and fi- 
berglass models. Originally designed as 
a body surfing fin, it was adopted by 
commercial and sport divers in the Santa 
Barbara area. An early convert was Rob- 
bie Meistrell of Dive ’n Surf, Redondo 
Beach. Robbie became so enthusiastic 
that he decided to produce it through the 
firm’s manufacturing arm, BG Water- 
sports. Today, he sees the fin becoming 
accepted by a greater segment of the div- 
ing community. 

However, many hardcore divers pro- 
tested that the original Force Fin couldn't 
possibly provide any power because it 
felt too easy. They wanted a Force Fin for 
the big kicker. It was for them that the Pro 
Model was developed. Its polyurethane 
material is stiffer and has more rebound. 
More effort is required to kick it, resulting 
in more propulsion. Evans and Meistrell, 
however, still prefer the original model. 

Kicking either Force Fin takes some

with more knee bend, is required than 
with conventional fins. It is more like a 
swimming kick without fins, feeling as 
though it originates from the knee rather 
than the hip. People who have never 
used diving fins generally learn the tech- 
nique faster. ‘‘It usually takes about four 
or five dives to really get it down,’ says 
Meistrell. There is a definite feeling of 
freedom going through the water, without 
the resistance and ankle stretch normally 
associated with fins. The wide open toe 
section enhances this feeling and helps 
to prevent cramps. However, be careful 
when kicking around rocks, because the 
toes are unprotected. 

Treading water or sculling is done dif- 
ferently, because no propulsion is possi- 
ble with the bottom of the fin. For tread- 
ing, it’s a short, fast flutter kick, much like 
riding a bicycle. When cruising slowly 
along a reef, just wiggle the feet with the © 
knees bent. 

Divers entering from beaches like 
Force Fins because they can walk with 
them, both on the sand and in shallow 
water. We're talking walking forward, not 
backward. Doing the ‘“‘stingray shuffle’ 
bends the blade upward, allowing for- 
ward progress. For surf entries, Meistrell 
points out that the fin will stay on the foot, 
even without the use of a strap, as long 
as you keep kicking. 

The Force Fin looks and feels radical, 
unconventional, different. A thorough trial 
period is usually necessary to decide 
whether or not this is the right fin for you. 
One thing is certain. Borelli would have 
loved it. The Pro Model sells for $59.95, 
the regular version is $10 less. >. 
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t this year’s Diving Equipment Manu- 

facturers Association (DEMA) con- 
vention Cressi-sub introduced its new 
version of the Polaris |V regulator to the 
U.S. market. The new Polaris lV is based 
on quality materials and conventional de- 
sign, but with significant improvements 
that make it worth examining. 

The first stage is essentially the same 
as that used on the older version Polaris 
IV. It is relatively compact and only mod- 
erately heavy. The body is machined 
from solid brass while the swivel yoke, al- 
so of brass, is forged for greater strength. 
Both components are then chrome plated 
for corrosion protection. This heavy duty 
construction allows the first stage to ac- 
cept supply pressures up to 300 bar, ap- 
proximately 4,400 psi. 

Internally, the mechanism is based on 
a piston design, which is neither the flow- 
through type nor balanced. Being a non- 
flow-through piston design means that air 
from the tank does not have to flow 
through the stem of the piston in order to 
reach the second stage. Here, the tip of 
the piston stem is solid and, normally with 
a plastic or rubber insert, forms the high 
pressure seat. When the piston is pushed

back, in the open position, air can rush 
through the high pressure orifice directly 
into the intermediate pressure hose and, 
hence, to the second stage. Only a very 
small amount of air passes into the piston 
stem, via a little side port. It continues 
down the length of the stem to the large 
piston face where it can apply a closing 
force on the piston. When the intermedi- 
ate pressure reaches a predetermined 
value, which depends on the ambient 
pressure and the adjustment in the first 
stage spring, the piston closes, shutting 
off the flow of air. During inhalation or 
purging, the intermediate pressure drops 
Slightly, permitting a small amount of the 
air behind the piston to bleed out through 
the stem; with reduced pressure behind 
the piston face, the piston is pushed back 
by the force of the spring and ambient 
pressure, opening the valve. Thus, the 
piston is merely a sliding valve, opening 
when the spring and ambient pressure 
overcome the closing force of the inter- 
mediate pressure, and closing when the 
reverse is true. 

This design is quite simple and effi- 
cient, but it does have a drawback, if one 
wishes to call it that. Since high pressure

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air acts directly on the HP seat at the end 
of the piston, this air has a tendency to 
push the piston back (open) with a force 
which varies according to the supply 
pressure. This opening force is greatest 
when the supply pressure is high and 
least when tank pressure is lowest. Be- 
cause the effect of the changing supply 
pressure on the first stage piston is not 
self-compensating this design is said to 
be unbalanced. 

Generally, the result of an unbalanced 
first stage is a slight change in the inter-. 
mediate pressure which may cause an in- 
crease in the inhalation resistance when 
the cylinder pressure gets low. Although 
the Polaris IV first stage is technically un- 
balanced, the effect must have been min- 
imized, since | experienced very little, if 
any, change in the performance level at 
low tank pressures—but I'll say more 
about this later. 

Features of the Polaris IV first stage in- 
clude: a Teflon high pressure seat; stain- 
less steel spring; intermediate pressure 
of about 9 bar, or approximately 132 psi: 
one high pressure port, designated HP; 
and two (soon to be three) low pressure 
ports, spaced evenly around the stage 





circumference. Although the unit comes 
with a grooved, hollow plastic dust cap to 
cover the high pressure inlet, no O-ring is 
included. My suggestion here would be 
to insert an O-ring into the cap for better 
sealing, or replace it with a solid plastic, 
O-ring sealed cap which would trap less 
water internally. 

The major differences between the old- 
er Polaris IV and the new Polaris |V moa- 
els are in the second stages. Both are 
based on the conventional, downstream, 
demand valve design. This has many 
years of proven field experience and the 
added advantage of being inherently 
safe, since it automatically vents off any 
overpressure in the event of a first stage 
malfunction. 

Further improvements in the basic de- 
sign led to the present Polaris IV model. 
While the rear of the second stage case 
is still chrome plated brass, the front half 
has been changed to an impact resistant 
plastic. The case is held together with a 
chrome plated brass clamping ring which 
is secured with a stainless steel screw. 

The internal volume of the second 
stage was reduced for easier clearing in 
the event of flooding and for less carbon 
dioxide retention from the exhausted air. 
A direct-flow tube, called a venturi port by 
Cressi-sub, was added to channel the 
flow of air from the demand valve directly 
into the mouthpiece. This tube increases 
the venturi effect during inhalation and, 
therefore, reduces inhalation effort. Ap- 
parently, it also helps to control freeflow- 
ing, aS we'll see later. The demand valve 
configuration was changed so that its ad- 
justment could be performed without hav- 
ing to disassemble the stage or remove 
the hose. 

Other materials used in the second 
stage include: stainless steel in the de- 
mand valve lever; chrome plated brass in 
the demand valve body; Teflon in the 


valve seat; neoprene rubber in the ex- 
haust tee, which is attached with two 
Stainless steel screws; and silicone rub- 
ber inthe diaphragm, exhaust valve and 
mouthpiece. This last material was se- 
lected because of its greater sensitivity to 
pressure changes and superior resist- 
ance to deterioration from ozone and 
chlorine. The large, flush mounted plastic 
purge button is spring loaded and held 
Captive in the front cover of the stage 
case so it only deflects the diaphragm 
when physically depressed. 

Because of its conventional design and 
corrosion resistant materials, routine 
maintenance of the Polaris |V includes 
only rinsing in fresh water after use, dry- 
ing with hose(s) loosely coiled and avoid- 
ing long exposures to direct sunlight and 
heat. Professional maintenance should 
include annual servicing by a trained 
technician. Costs for this servicing will 
vary, Of course, depending on the condi- 
tion of the regulator, but the range for a 
complete overhaul might run between $5 
and $20 for replacement parts and from 
$15 to $25 for labor. As with any regula- 
tor, routine care is worth the effort in 
terms of reduced repair costs as well as 
better performance in use. 

The evaluation of the Polaris IV was 
conducted by me off the charter dive 
boat, Scuba Queen, at a place called 
Hen’s Rock on the mainland side of San- 
ta Catalina Island. A series of three dives 
were made to depths of 20-100 feet. On 
all three the Polaris IV performed very 
well. In all but one of the situations the 
Polaris IV exhibited inhalation resistances 
about as low as, if not lower than, the 
comparison regulator: At a depth of 100 
feet, during gross inhalations, the Polaris 
IV supplied all the air | could use, but at 
what seemed to be a slightly higher re- 
sistance than the comparison regulator. 
Exhalation resistances appeared to be 


about the same for both regulators in all 
cases. Exhaust bubbles ascended within 
view, but were not particularly annoying. 
These ascended to the sides, out of my 
central view, when | tilted my head down 
20-30 degrees. 

No idiosyncrasies were noted in any of 
my usual orientations including: looking 
down, looking sideways, standing on my 
head, and lying on my back. While stand- 
ing on my head, a little freeflowing was 
noticed, indicating the regulator was 
quite finely tuned. And, while lying on my 
back, with head tilted back at an awk- 
ward angle (| was actually looking along 
the bottom, upside down), a minute 
amount of water was felt in my throat—in 
fact, | had to try this several times to be 
certain that | was feeling any leakage. 

During inhalation the noise level was a 
little louder that the comparison regula- 
tor...not a complaint, but an observa- 
tion. To my surprise, freeflowing was 
practically nonexistent: Under worst-case 
conditions (mouthpiece pointed upward 
and second stage full of air initially or 
manually purged) freeflowing started, but 
would extinguish itself within one or two 
seconds. This behavior is probably an 
added benefit of the direct-flow tube in 
the second stage: As air is bubbling from 
it, water can enter at the sides, flood the 
stage and stop the freeflowing. 

At the end of the first dive | decided to 
see how unbalanced the Polaris IV was. 
Under controlled conditions, and ata 
depth of about 25 feet, | almost drained 
the tank but still didn’t notice any signifi- 
cant change in the inhalation resistance. 

The Cressi-sub Polaris !V retails for 
$198. Considering its very good perform- 
ance, fine quality, relatively simple de- 
sign, easy maintenance and near 
absence of freeflowing, this should be a 
good regulator for just about any diving

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and were so well received, that Motomar 
bought the company in 1978. The result- 
ing line was called Floating Motomar. Ty- 
ler Diesel Power Systems of Irvine, Cali- 
fornia became the American distributor 
late last year. They liked everything about 
the boats except the name. After all, one 
would normally assume the boats float. 
No one is going to buy a Sinking Mo- 
tomar. Therefore, the Floating will shortly 
disappear from the logo, and the vessels 
will be known only by their last name. 

A complete series of inflatables is 
available, from an eight foot tender to a 
15 foot sportboat. The smaller boats, up 
to 13 and one-half feet, have inflatable 
keels for light weight and portability. The 
three largest models, including another 
13 and one-half footer, have wooden

keels for better handling. The assumption 
is that the larger boats will be trailered, 
therefore the added weight is no con- 
cern. All boats bear the names of sport- 
fish, from Bonita and Snapper through 
Amberjack and Skipjack. The object here 
is the top of the line, 15 foot, seven inch 
Wahoo 480R—480 is the length in centi- 
meters, R stands for rigid keel. 

A large, handsome boat with a squared 
off bow, our test craft was decked out in 
red. It is also available in gray. Everything 
about the boat says quality; the seams 
are Straight, there is no sign of slopped 
over glue and everything fits. A hinged 
wooden bowdodger covered the front 
end, backed by a splash curtain. The 
bowdodger can be folded in half, or re- 
moved completely if more space is need- 
ed. The transom, as well as the keel, is 
32 plies of wood for extra strength. We 
have seen boats with as few as eight 
plies, so this is an overkill which is appre- 
ciated. The floorboards are wood, with 
aluminum battens. Apparently, the Italian 
boat industry has been slow to adopt alu- 
minum floorboards. All the other boats 
we tested from that country have wooden 
boards as well. 

There are stainless steel carrying han- 
dies all around the 480R, including two at 
the bow. Heavy nylon lines supplement 
the handles and give passengers some- 
thing to-grab when going at high speeds. 
A double rubbing strake surrounds the 
hull for protection as well as spray deflec- 
tion. The only compromise is the tiny set 
of wooden paddles, about kiddie size. In 
case of engine failure, moving the boat 
any distance with those things would not 
be child's play. 

The five chambers are filled through 
rubber valves which are flush with the 


hull. Valve covers are airtight, in case of 
valve leakage. A modern design, the 
valve bodies deflate the boat when given 
a half turn. However, unlike the popular 
plastic valves, they cannot be replaced 
by the owner in the field. A lot of cutting 
and gluing would be required. 

With a base fabric of 1100 denier poly- 
ester Trevira, the hull is coated with neo- 
prene inside and an 80-20 Hypalon/neo- 
prene mixture outside. Trevira is used be- 
cause it doesn't stretch like nylon. 

The hull design maximizes interior 
space, with its squared off bow and only 
28 inches of tailcone projecting beyond 
the transom. That results in a usable inte- 
rior length of 11 feet, 5 inches without the 
optional bowdodger. | 

Standard equipment includes the pad- 
dies, a boarding ladder, pressure gauge, 
two self-bailing valves and repair kit. The 
familiar plastic hand pump is the one that 
comes with several other inflatable boats. 
A versatile unit, it pumps air on both the 
upstroke and downstroke, sucks out the 
last of the air when deflating, and can be 
used as a bilge pump if necessary. 

Besides the $129 bowdodger, options 
include a remote steering system and 
launching wheels. The steering can be 
mounted anywhere on the boat and pro- 
vides room for passengers to walk 
around the tubular mounting frame. Our 
test boat was also equipped with a cou- 
ple of standup tank racks. They consisted 
of pads and attached straps. 

When | arrived at Dana Point Harbor for 
the test run, the boat was still in its three 
bags. Steve Elliot and Jim Eskue of Elco 
Marine, Santa Ana, Califonria wanted to 
demonstrate how quickly the Motomar 
set up. Sure, | thought, preparing for a 
long morning. Within 14 minutes, the boat

I" a market loaded with dozens of 
Spearguns and copies of spearguns the 
Scubapro Panther stands out as unique 
and well designed. If you study each fea- 
ture of the gun it becomes apparent that 
the designers took the best of what was 
available, combined it with modern ad- 
vances in materials, and produced a 
product which was simple but effective. 

There are actually two Panthers, the 36 
inch model and a scaled down 26 inch 
version. Standard features include two 
black rubber slings, a 5/16 inch stainless 
steel shaft, double barbed tip with re- 
placeable, four-way cut point, mechani- 
cal line release and one piece construc- 
tion with padded cocking stock. 

The most unusual aspect of the Pan- 
ther is the combining of the muzzle, bar- 
rel, handle and butt stock into one solid 
piece of injection molded, black, polypro- 
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pylene plastic. For strength, glass fibers 
are added to the polymer. There are sev- 
eral benefits from this type of construc- 
tion. Because there are no joints between 
the handle, barrel and muzzle the whole 
gun is extremely rigid. You do not have 
to worry about the barrel filling with water 
and the resulting corrosion. A foaming 
agent is added to the plastic as it is mold- 
ed to give it enough buoyancy to float 
when the shaft is fired. 

The muzzle of the Panther is open at 
the top to simplify loading. All you have 
to do is slip the shaft under the slings, 
along the top of the barrel and into the 
trigger housing. The slide ring locks into 
the muzzle to keep the shaft from jump- 
ing free when It is loaded. For accuracy, 
guides on either side of the muzzle align 
the twin rubber bands with the axis of the 
shaft for a straight pull. Furthermore, a 
slight depression in the top of the barrel 
serves to guide the shaft in a straight path 
during ejection. 

The handle is lightly contoured and de- 
signed for either right or left handed

spearfishermen. The safety, which slides 
from side to side, is behind the trigger. 
The markings (safe vs. fire) may be a little 
hard to read in low light conditions. Com- 
ponents of the trigger mechanism are 
made from sintered, powdered, stainless 
steel. They are impregnated with molyb- 
denum disulfide for permanent lubrication 
and a relatively smooth triggering action. 
The mechanical line release is in front of 
the trigger so the shock cord runs tightly 
along the barrel to minimize snaring on 
objects underwater. The line is 3/32 inch 
braided nylon, stiff enough to make tan- 
gling difficult. An elastic section maintains 
tension during loading. 

A cocking stock extends eight inches 
behind the grip for easier loading. The 
rubber end cap is flared to help spread 
the loading pressure over a broader area 
of the spearfisherman’s body. 

The Panther is well suited for custom- 
ization. Holders for a reel, float or light 
can be screwed right into the stock. Extra 
slots in the muzzle and on the shaft are 
provided for a third rubber band. For ad- 
ditional penetrating power a % inch stain- 
less steel shaft is available. The six milli- 
meter thread accommodates a full range 
of tips. 

| would recommend the Panther for two 
reasons—low maintenance and solid 
construction. Corrosion problems have 
been minimized by a good choice of ma- 
terials and heavy duty construction is uti- 
lized for long term performance. Visit any 
Scubapro dealer for a look. The sug- 
gested retail price is about $135. >.

Made 
of heavy duty nylon with triple urethane 
lamination, it is stronger and more dura- 
ble than the bladders it replaced. Accord- 
ing to a company spokesman, the new 
bladder resists punctures, mildew and ul- 
traviolet light better than its predeces- 
sors. Its seams are electronically welded 
for strength. | 

There are lots of other features that 
make the Sea Lion a comfortable, func- 
tional piece of dive gear. The dump/over- 
pressure relief valve on one shoulder and 
the oral/low pressure inflator hose on the 
other are interchangeable: You can have 
your dive store install each on the shoul- 
der that most suits you. Velcro®guides 


keep inflator, regulator and pressure 


gauge hoses in place so you always 
know where to find them. The pocket has 
a stretchy mesh bottom so it’s self-drain- 
ing. The flap folds all the way over and a 
vertical strip of Velcro lets you adjust the 
closure to fit the object you put into the 
pocket, large or small. Underneath this 
pocket is the emergency 25 gram CO, 
cartridge. (Thirty-eight gram cartridges 
are available optionally.) 

The Sea Lion comes in four sizes: 
small, medium, large and extra large. 





There are four buckles so your Sea Lion 
can be adjusted to fit you. There is a 
buckle with straps on each side; a quick 
release buckle and straps across the 
chest; and a waist (backpack) buckle and 
straps. The straps are all sturdy nylon 
webbing; the buckles are an impact re- 
sistant polymer. 

You can inflate the Sea Lion three 
ways: With the oral inflator hose; the low 
pressure power inflator; or with the CO, 
cartridge. This latter should be used only 
on the surface as an uncontrolled ascent 
could occur unless the user manually 
vents air. When using the power inflator 
underwater add only small amounts of air 
until you achieve neutral buoyancy. This 
is a large volume BC that provides a lot 
of lift (in fresh water the small provides 
37; the medium, 42; the large, 44; and 
the extra large, 50 pounds). 

Deflating the Sea Lion can be accom- 
plished three ways: By pulling down gen- 
tly on the corrugated inflator hose (this 
opens a one-way valve at the shoulder); 
by holding this hose overhead and press- 
ing the deflation button on the end; or by 
pulling the yellow knob that opens the 
dump/overpressure relief valve on the 
opposite shoulder. 

The Sea Lion comes with its own back- 
pack. The Kam Pac is a sturdy, impact re- 
sistant polymer and the tank band is ny- 
lon webbing with a rubber sleeve to mini- 
mize slipping. This type of tank band 
tends to stretch when wet so soak it in 
water before you put it on the tank. On 
one side of the band there is a sturdy 
stainless steel/plastic buckle that holds it 
securely closed.

Maintenance of the Sea Lion is easy 
but should be done regularly. After every 
diving day in salt or chlorinated water, 
soak the Sea Lion in warm, fresh water. 
Remove and inspect the CO, cartridge 
and discard if it shows excessive rust or 
corrosion. Before replacing, coat the 
threads lightly with silicone grease. 

At least one quart of warm, fresh water 
should be poured into the inner bladder 
via the inflator hose. Swish this around 
thoroughly to remove salt or chlorinated 
water. (Salt crystals and chlorine can be 
deadly to inner bladders.) Drain the water 
out through the inflator hose with the BC 
upside down. Partially inflate the Sea Lion 
and let it dry out of direct sunlight. Al- 
though the inner bladder is removable for 
repair or replacement, preventive mainte- 
nance is cheaper. U.S. Divers strongly 
recommends that the Sea Lion be re- 
turned to your dealer once a year for in- 
spection and replacement of O-rings. 

The sturdy Sea Lion should give safe, 
dependable service for years. It sells for

" WATCH

Hoc (pronounced hoy-er) has re- 
cently introduced a nifty underwater 
watch that doubles as a dive timer. It is a 
high quality timepiece with a built-in ana- 
log (dial face) timer that can be started 
and stopped while underwater. Known as 
the 2000 Quartz Chronograph this com- 
pact wristwatch allows the user to tell 
time underwater as well as observe the 
correct date and time during the entire 
dive. The dive timer functions are per- 
formed separately from the watch. 


THE WATCH 

Long known for its design of attractive 
underwater watches, Heuer has come up 
with an extremely rugged timepiece that 
will withstand the rigors of open water 
diving. The outside case is constructed of 
solid stainless steel and the wristband is 
equally tough. As with other Heuer dive 
watch models the wristband features a 
clever fail-safe security lock which pre- 
vents the main clasp from accidentally 
opening. Both the case and wristband 
have a satin anodized stainless finish. 

The watch face contains a flat mineral 
glass crystal. The stem is fully protected 
from accidental snagging by a solid metal 
shoulder. There is a uni-directional click 
stop bezel that rotates counterclockwise. 
The bezel is also constructed of stainless 
steel, clearly marked in one minute incre- 
ments and has base relief notches for 
easy manipulation with gloved fingers. 
The small dial face at the 12 o'clock posi- 
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tion tracks the seconds in conjunction 
with the main watch face. 

The 2000 Quartz Chronograph keeps 
super accurate time with its quartz gov- 
erned movement. It contains a battery 
that should last three years. 


THE DIVE TIMER 

The dive timer runs off the same quartz 
motor as the watch movement and there- 
fore has extreme accuracy. It is an ana- 
log timer using three separate dial faces. 
The large sweep second hand of the 
main dial face is used to track the sec- 
onds on the dive timer. The needle point- 
er moves in one second increments and 
the outside edge of the main dial face is 
clearly calibrated in one second incre- 
ments as well. 

A small dial face at the nine o'clock po- 
sition tracks the minutes from O to 30. 
This dial face is also clearly marked in 
one minute intervals. 

Another small dial face at six o’clock is 
used to track the hours from 0 to 12. It is 
marked off in increments of half hours, 
corresponding to the adjacent 30 minute 
dial face. 

There are two stainless steel buttons 
on the right side of the watch. These are 
spring loaded and contain O-ring seals 
for underwater operation. The top button 
Starts the timing (one push) and also 
stops the timing function (a second 
push). The bottom button is the zero reset 
for the entire timing operation. 

This watch can be utilized for several 








types of dive timing functions. The user 
can time the length of the dive from sur- 
face to ascent to the 10 foot decompres- 
sion stop. He/she can also time the de- 
compression stop if there is one. And, of 
course, the watch can be used for timing 
the diver’s surface interval. 


CONSTRUCTION 

Heuer is a company which has be- 
come world-famous for the design and 
development of stop watches and split 
second timing devices used in racing. 
The same high technology chrono-quartz 
movement has been incorporated into 
this diving watch. A single quartz motor 
powers both the watch movement and 
the chronograph timer. This design is an 
exclusive Heuer patent. 

The watch is manufactured in Switzer- 
land, regarded as the home of the 
world’s best watches. This particular 
model is tested to a depth of 660 feet. 

Heuer offers ten different styles or 
models of this watch. The all stainless 
steel model is $550 and the combination 
stainless and gold plated, $600. A black 
and gold tone model is $670.

Before, the boat had been 
chartered by a very hardcore group of 
New Jersey wreck divers who wanted 
to maximize every available minute of 
scuba time allowed by the tables and 
human endurance.

TIPS

Ho’ many vacations turn out exactly 
as you expected them to? Some- 
times people expect too much and are 
very disappointed when not everything 
goes as planned. 

Going on a diving vacation to some 
distant Caribbean island‘is not as easy as 
getting on an airplane. There is a great 
deal of preparation involved. But, there is 
another thing that can make a vacation 
much better and safer, from a personal 
point of view. That is attitude. If you leave 
home expecting an island to be at least 
as pretty as the travel poster, be pre- 
pared. Those beautiful palm leaves shad- 
ing your private balcony could very well 
be placed there by the photographer's 
assistant. And, that muscular man and 
gorgeously tanned blond woman are 
both probably models; the photo of the 
dive shop's brand new rack of tanks 
might have been taken eight years ago. 

This is not always the case, but it can 
make for some disappointing first impres- 
sions. One way to avoid this is to select 
a destination that friends have been to re- 
cently and can confirm is as the bro- 
chures claim. 

Many divers enjoy trying a new spot. 
This can be risky but also very exciting 
and rewarding. Trying an unknown loca- 
tion demands a certain attitude. It is very 
important to expect things to be different. 
Optional plans, such as packing up and 
going to another place, or perhaps mak- 
ing a different type of vacation, should be 
well thought out before getting on the 
plane. Any vacation must have options 
regardless of where you go. Planning an 
exact, nonflexible itinerary with no mar- 
gins for any changes has made many 
people very unhappy for their entire trip. 

Another dangerous, but too common 
attitude is to expect one island to operate 
just like another. Too many times a diver 
is overheard saying, ‘‘But that’s the way 
they do iton....’’ Or, even worse, ‘‘We 
don't do it like that back home.”’ The fact 
that things are not like back home or 
elsewhere makes a vacation interesting, 
perhaps inspiring and educational. 

Contrary to the promises of many travel 
agents, it does rain, and there are storms, 
in the Caribbean. Planning a vacation 
around 24 hours and seven days a week 








of sunshine can lead to a most disap- 
pointing time. If it rains, go diving. You 
get wet anyhow. Just bring something to 
dry off with after the dive and a sweatshirt 
to keep warm. It is surprising how chilly 
the tropics can get when the sun is not 
out. Besides, there are also many things 
to do indoors or under a beach umbrella. 

lf you are traveling with a large group, 
make sure your leader is competent and 
not just along for a free ride. One abso- 
lutely perfect dive trip came to a most 
ragged conclusion because the leader 
forgot to reconfirm everyone's airline tick- 
ets back home. Even if you are alone, 
make sure your travel plans are con- 
firmed. There are not too many ways to 
make the end of a vacation worse than 
sleeping in an airport. 

More and more divers are going on va- 
cations to take pictures underwater. lf 
your entire dive vacation revolves around 
a camera, you had better seriously think 
about carrying spares of everything. How 
many times have divers been almost in 
tears because their camera or strobe 
flooded? If spares are not financially pos- 
sible, try to arrange to stay near a place 
where repairs or rental equipment are 
available. There are at least two strobe 
companies that now keep their units at 
resorts available to the distressed pho- 
tographer as temporary replacements. 
(This is providing you were using their 
unit when the problem occurred.) Should 
replacements not be available, try taking 
pictures topside with your land camera. If 
you cannot take wide angle shots be- 
cause that lens is out of commission, try 
close-ups. or vice versa. No strobe any- 
more? Available light can give some very 
nice results. If you limit yourself to one 
very specific type of underwater photog- 
raphy you are limiting your chances of 
that 100 percent wonderful vacation. 

Personalities can conflict anywhere 
and no place could be worse than on a 
dive boat—especially if you are living on 
it for a week or more. Before you make 
a definite commitment it might be a good 
idea to meditate for awhile, clear your 
head and get ready to have a good time 
regardless of how obnoxious one of the 
other guests might be. Many perfect va- 
cations have been dashed on the rocks 
by just one person. Sometimes being just 
good and blunt about your feelings will 
straighten the problems out. Or, simply 
ignore the person and carry on. 

Resort personalities can be equally as 
bad but at least it is easier to get away 
from them awhile on an island. A place 
with a good selection of dive operators 
can eliminate this problem. 

A vacation must be a vacation, some- 
thing where you can relax and do. what 
you want; not something to which you 
bring all your worries and anxieties. Don't 
carry a Suitcase full of great expecta- 
tions—just a few clothes, your dive gear 
and an attitude that no matter what hap- 
pens there will still be something to do 
that is TUN. >

magine this scenario: You feel like a 

dive—maybe a few photos. So you go 
to the local site, don a full wetsuit, walk 
into the water—muck up past your ankles 
(worse aS you go deeper)—and see jun- 
gles of ungainly weeds, shadows for fish, 
visibility of five to ten feet, an anchor or 
fishing lures or an old bottle for excite- 
ment; almost nothing worth a photo- 
graph. Sound familiar? This is a pretty 
typical dive if you don’t happen to live 
near a coastline and the nearest lake is 
the most expedient way of getting wet. 
But, then again, there must be something 
down there. Maybe it’s simply a matter of 
seeing it. 

And, so, we come to understand that 
one of the basic concepts of underwater 
photography is to get in close, thus elimi- 
nating aS much water and subsequent 
murk as possible from between the cam- 
era and the subject. Close-up or macro 





photography is the best application of this 
idea. And, upon working in this manner, 
it becomes obvious that the technique 
makes all but the worst water clear and 
allows for beautiful photography. 

But, first, try to think and see in differ- 
ent terms—in macro terms. Think small. It 
is easy to jump in a lake, swim about, 
generally not see much and end up dis- 
appointed. Inland lakes, on a broad view, 
tend to be monochromatic (with varying 
hues and tints) and not terribly attractive. 
But,each underwater landscape has its 
own life—most of it being small. 

Swim slowly, close to the bottom, but 
don’t muck up the water. (This is very im- 
portant. Many subjects are touchy and 
take some time before you'll be able to 
shoot them. During this time, the water 
you've stirred up behind you will catch up 
and obscure the subject sufficiently to an- 
noy all but the most stoic photographer.) 
Generally 5-15 feet seems to be the 
depth range with the most diversity of ani- 
mal life and plant growth. Learn to look at 








everything closely, explore the weeds 
and rocks that little creatures hide in. See 
the plant life, not as ugly weeds, but as 
Subjects and think of how they might pho- 
tograph. Forget the panoramic views, 
complete with female diver and fish. 
Leave that for warm, tropical waters. 

Not much equipment is needed. A 
housed SLR is good because of its pre- 
cise focusing and framing capabilities. A 
standard 50 mm lens with close-up 
diopters is perfectly adequate for all but 
extreme magnifications. Diopters typi- 
cally come in sets of three (+1,+2 and 
+4) which allow different shooting dis- 
tances. Since diopters screw into the fil- 
ter threads in the front of your lens, they 
only allow a limited amount of distance 
variation (unlike a macro lens which can 
function at its true focal length as well as 
its full macro capability, but an appropri- 
ate macro port is needed on housed 
cameras). Because diopters don't 
change the lens to film plane distance, 
they won't affect exposure. 

For simplicity of focus and framing, the 
Nikonos can’t be beat. There are two sys- 





tems, one using a specially designed 
close-up supplementary lens (basically a 
modified diopter) and another using ex- 
tension tubes. Both systems utilize wire 
framers that correspond to the area being 
photographed, so that it is a matter of 
merely butting the framer up to your sub- 
ject and shooting. 

A strobe is essential. Existing light will 
not give you good color rendition nor an 
adequate f stop for maximum depth of 
field. Even a moderately powered surface 
strobe will provide ample light for f stops 
OTT 1-10:.22. 

Standardization and familiarization with 
your equipment and materials will breed 
competence and confidence so that your 
system will become automatic—a matter 
of frame and focus. 

Now, jump in a lake, swim about, look 
and see yet another world and bring a 
part of it home. May you have great pa- 
tience and good luck in finding a buddy 
willing to let you spend your dive in a 20 
square foot area chasing small fish. >

MADANG 

Along the northern coast of the main- 
land, the best diving can be found at Ma- 
dang. The resort of Jais Aben (resting 
place) is absolutely delightful. The facili- 
ties, from compressors to dive boats to 
instructor/guides, are all unquestionably 
first class. | had feared vintage WW Il 
compressors and the like, but this was 
unwarranted. Resort owners Diane and 
“Little Jean’’ Pierret, along with dive 
guide/instructors Barry Peart and Denise 
Prigent, have put together a well organ- 
ized program. 

On our first dive at The Quarry | learned 
a very impressive fact about diving in 
PNG. In many places you can walk off- 
shore for 10 or 15 yards over knee deep 
coral reefs until you get to a drop-off. 
Take one more step and you'll be on your 
way down a sheer wall that plummets for 
several hundred feet. The Quarry dive 
was exhilarating, to say the least. At Hole 
in the Wall, another of the Cape Croisilles 
shore dives, you can swim through a 
large cave only a few yards from the 
beach. The cave opens into the Bismark 
Sea where the reef is loaded with soft 
corals, seafans, crinoids and a host of in- 
teresting photographic subjects. While | 
shot two rolls of film on my dive at The 
Hole, | quickly learned that | needed a 
third as Barry discovered a magnificently 
colored, yet almost perfectly camou- 
flaged, flat fish in only eight feet of water. 

My favorite dives at Madang were the 
boat dives at Magic Passage, on the 
wreck of the B-25 Mitchell bomber and 
the night dive from the dock at Jais Aben. 
Magic Passage is about 10 minutes by 
boat from the resort. The pass is a cut in 
the reef between two sheer walls and 
filled with schooling fish. In the first 10 
minutes of dive number one, | saw 
schools of tuna, barracuda, snapper and 
mackerel. Barry and Denise got within 
touching distance of a green turtle but | 
never saw it. | was too busy filming the 
variety of soft corals and seafans. 

Not far from Magic Passage lies the 
wreck of the bomber, a relic of the Ameri- 
can war effort. She is-in excellent condi- 
tion. Though the prop is badly mangled, 
the cockpit, tail gun and tail are all in 
great shape. Surrounded by schools of 
fish and covered with invertebrates, the 
once proud plane is an excellent photo- 
graphic dive. 

And, for night diving enthusiasts the 














opportunities are terrific. You can boat 
dive or just drop in off the dock where a 
few kicks later you are likely to see any 
and all of the nightlife of Astrolabe Bay in- 
cluding lionfish, brilliantly colored shrimp, 
brittlestars and sleeping reef fish. . 


RABAUL 

The town of Rabaul is on the Gazelle 
Peninsula on the island of New Britain in 
the Bismark Archipelago. New Britain is 
the largest of PNG’s offshore islands. The 
eastern portion is the part of PNG that 
has had the longest and most intense 
contact with the West. By comparison to 
the mainland and other islands, the locals 
are considered to be the most sophisti- 
cated in a cultural sense and certainly 
they are the most advanced in terms of 
international economics. On Simpson 
Harbor and surrounded by a series of still 
active volcanoes, Rabaul enjoys the rep- 
utation of having one of the most beautiful 
settings in the South Pacific. | 
While the scene is breathtaking, it is 
Rabaul’s war history that makes the div- 
ing so fascinating. With more than 300 
miles of underground tunnels dug into the 
hillsides by the Japanese to accommo- 
date factories, hospitals, gun emplace- 
ments, barracks.and the like, the area be- 
came the ultimate fortress of the Japa- 
nese war machine. Only MacArthur's bril- 
liant strategy enabled him to avoid major 
ground battles, but with superior air and 
sea power, allied forces sank over 60 
ships and aircraft in and around Simpson 
Harbor. Though some of the wrecks are 
a bit deep for sport diving, at least 10 of 
them are easily accessible. Perhaps the 
best of these is the Hakbai Maru, a 5,114 
ton repair and supply vessel. Hit by U.S. 
bombers, the stern rests in 90 feet where 
you'll quickly find a coral encrusted can- 
non to photograph. The bridge is still in- 
tact at 100 feet. Tuna, grouper, emperor 
angels, coral trout, mackerel and occa- 
sional turtles swarm over the hull. 

Local divers strongly recommend 
dives on the Sugar Charlie, a 400 ton 
merchant ship and George’s Wreck, an 
unidentified ship resting in St. George's 
Channel. Both are relatively shallow, in 
water that is usually clear, and both pos- 
sess artifacts and marine life that provide 
interesting dives. | 

My favorite dives, however, were on 
the wreck of a Mitsubishi F1M2 biplane 
and along the wall at the submarine base. 
| made both of these dives with Peter Mill- 
er, a NAUI instructor who runs a very pro- 
fessional dive instructor/tour service ap- 
propriately called Rabaul Dive and Tour 
Service. Peter operates out of the Kai- 
vuna Hotel which has superb in-town, air- 
conditioned accommodations, excellent 
food, two bars and a swimming pool. The 
biplane, a seaplane used for reconnai- 
sance purposes, is almost totally intact. 
Code named “‘Pete”’ by the allies, the Mit- 
subishis had a range of 400 miles, a top 
speed of 235 mph, and were armed with

The Sub Base Wall is another of PNG’s 
noted wall dives. So named because of 
the nearby underground tunnel used to 
service the subs, the wall can be reached 
after a short walk offshore. Once again it 
is one more step over the edge and pres- 
to, you are suspended over 300 feet of 
open sea. Peter and | enjoyed everything 
from banded sea snakes to seawhips, 
soft corals, eels, lionfish, a multitude of 
crinoids and a host of curious pelagic fish 
schools. Though deep diving opportuni- 
ties are Superb, | never got below 50 feet 
before running out of film. 


PORT MORESBY 

Port Moresby, the capital of PNG, is in 
the Central Province about midway along 
the southern coastal strip. Though the 
diving is not as accessible on a year- 
round basis, Bob and Dinah Halstead of 
Halstead’s Tropical Diving Adventures 
possess an extensive knowledge of local 
marine life and are especially helpful 
when it comes to photographic tech- 
niques and shell identification. The Hals- 
teads also lead some exceptional dive 
tours to Milne Bay, the islands of the Loui- 
siade Archipelago and the Solomon l|s- 
lands, over Christmas and Easter. Limited 
to small groups of adventurous divers, 
these trips provide the opportunity to dive 
on virgin reefs in some of the best areas 
of the South Pacific. During the journey 
you can live aboard the boat or, at times, 
in the homes of villagers you meet along 
the way. The trip's central theme, how- 
ever, is to dive, dive, dive—as much as 
you want day and night. 


THE INTERIOR 

After traveling halfway around the 
world, visiting the interior is almost man- 
datory. Of course you can’t do it all, but 
two areas which are quite different from 
each other, almost certainly different from 
anyplace you have ever been, and which 
have good accommodations and guided 
tours, are the Highlands area around Mt. 
Hagen and the Sepik River region. Prior 
to the 1930s the Highlands were general- 
ly believed to be uninhabited. The people 
remain closely tied to traditional ways. 
Many continue to dress in customary 
clothing and witnessing a ‘‘sing-sing,’’ a 
form of a great costume party and cele- 
bration, is a must. Some sing-sings are 
spontaneous, but at larger pre-planned 
ones there are hundreds of people from 
a mixture of villages and each is trying to 
out-dress everyone else. The rules are 
anything goes; it is bones in noses,

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feathers in hair, necklaces from the teeth 
of wild animals and body painting galore. 
As in daily life, visitors are welcomed and 
the people are extremely friendly. 

The main office of Trans Niugini Tours 
is in Mt. Hagen. From there Bob and Pam 
Bates run a series of fascinating inland 
tours that vary from two week long, four 
wheel drives through the bush, to river 
exploration in the Sepik River basin. The 
best of the TNT tours includes a night at 
the famous Karawari Lodge on the Kara- 
wari River, a Sepik tributary. The lodge 
provides all the necessary creature com- 
forts in a wilderness that is largely unaf- 
fected by the arrival of the 20th century. 
Daily events include river rides and hikes, 
while nightly plans often encompass river 
trips to search for ‘‘pukpuks,’’ a native 
word for crocodiles. Visitors can tour the 
local villages, purchase kwila carvings 
for which the Sepik people are so famous 
and enjoy the over 650 species of birds 
that can be observed in PNG. Though it 
can be hot and humid along the river, the 
area remains a Cultural treasure. 


SOME FINAL THOUGHTS 

Like many third world countries, logis- 
tics for PNG are somewhat less than per- 
fect. Air Niugini has flights from Fiji, New 
Zealand, Australia, Singapore, Hong 
Kong and Manila to PNG. From the U.S., 
you fly Air Pacific from San Francisco or 
Los Angeles to Fiji or Australia, then 
board an Air Niugini flight to Papua New 
Guinea. | spent the first half of my recent 
trip with Bob and Nancy French, the 
owners of Sea Safaris and they know the 
logistics and operators first hand. Almost 
all the facilities suggested by Sea Safaris 
are managed by expatriots from Austra- 
lia, New Zealand or England and their ex- 
pertise is evident. That expertise is quite 
comforting. Though not a trip for those 
who demand every creature comfort life 
has to offer, a custom made Sea Safaris 
tour will provide plenty of thrills. A typical 
tour includes three or four days diving in 
Madang, three or four days traveling in 
the Highlands and along the Sepik, and 
three or four days at Rabaul.

able in John Pennekamp Coral Reef State Park. In those | 


years the community has matured and the services available 
to the traveling diver have correspondingly improved. For 
nine years |’ve dived with Ocean Divers and their growth and 
success mirrors the evolution of the Florida Keys as an inter- 
national dive destination. a 

As with many fledgling businesses, the formative years for 
Ocean Divers were relatively unsophisticated. The boats were 
small, six passenger vessels equipped with gasoline engines 
and minimal creature comforts. The single dive shop was on 
U.S. 1, the main traffic artery for the Florida Keys. All tanks 
and dive gear would be loaded on a pickup truck there for 


transport to the marina. The system was inconvenient but the __ 
enthusiasm demonstrated by the principal partners, Joe Clark

and Doc Schweinler seemed to minimize 
any hassle. And, since they consistently 
showed me superior dive sites, | became 
a repeat customer. 

still, their first big dive boat was a wel- 
come addition. Formerly a fishing party 
boat operating in Northern Florida, the 65 
foot Captain Crunch was introduced into 
Florida Keys diver service because it was 
built low to the water, facilitating diver en- 
try. It was exceptionally stable even in 
rough sea conditions. There is a major

distinction in U.S. Coast Guard regula- 
tions between a vessel licensed to carry 
Six passengers and one certified to carry 
48 passengers as is the Captain Crunch. 
In many respects the larger boats are 
more expensive to operate, but Joe and 
Doc feel that since the larger boats are 
most often not filled to capacity there is 
more space per diver than with the small- 
er boats. This, combined with the multiple 
deck levels for sunbathing or gearing up 
and the increased stability, made the 
larger vessel considerably more comfort- 
able. The larger boat also opened the 
business for traveling groups of divers 
who wish to be on the same boat, and 
scuba training groups from South Florida 
and the northern states who prefer the 
warm, clear waters of the Florida Keys for 
their open water checkouts. 

Other major improvements came grad- 
ually.

Bermuda's Bounty 


A Fabulous Treasure Trove Of 
Wreck Diving Experiences

Accessibility to the wrecks and con- 
venient diving are the secrets of Bermu- 
da’s success. There are five different dive 
Operators on Bermuda, with a total of 
eight dive boats making regularly sched- 
uled trips to both the coral reefs and the 
wrecks. Most of Bermuda’s popular div- 
ing sites are only a 10-30 minute ride by 
boat. A couple can even be dived from 
the shore, but | would not recommend it. 
The range and speed of a dive boat al- 
lows far greater access to multiple wreck 
dives in a single day. It is not uncommon 
for a boat to visit two or three wrecks on 
the same trip, as some of the wrecks are 
only a few hundred yards apart. 


Another great attraction of the Bermu- 
da wrecks is the variety. These marvel- - 


ous sunken ships represent an underwa- 
ter museum which documents over 400 
years of maritime history. The most re- 
cent are steel hulks which sank during 
WW | and WW Il. There are Civil War 
blockade runners, sailing ships from the 
1700s and even the remnants of early ex- 
plorers and treasure galleons from the 
1600s. A visitor can swim through four 
centuries of history in less than a week. 

How did all these shipwrecks pile up in 
one concentrated area? It is simply a 
matter of deadly geography. Bermuda is 
a small, low lying island in the mid-Atlan- 
tic, surrounded by hundreds of miles of 
open ocean. It sits right smack in the cen- 
ter of the traditional shipping routes be- 
tween the Old World (Europe) and the 
New World (U.S. and Latin America). 
Thousands of ships pass this little island 
every year. Bermuda is much like a traffic 
light at a busy intersection. 

Spreading out from Bermuda, much 
like a giant fishnet, is a submerged coral 
barrier reef which comes within inches of 
the surface. The reef cannot be seen by 
approaching ships because it lies well 
offshore and is often unexpected. Many 
ships have collided with this reef before, 
or at the very same moment, they sighted 
the island. 

Bermuda’s outer reef is like a giant 
shipwreck factory which has worked 
ceaselessly for more than 450 years. 
Night and day it lies in wait, snaring any 
vessel which comes within its grasp. 
Aided by winter storms, fog and faulty 
navigation, this treacherous ring of coral 
has trapped many unsuspecting ships. 

Yet, one man’s tragedy may be 
another's treasure. The fatal geography 
of Bermuda has resulted in a mind-bog- 
gling collection of diveable wrecks. This 
treasure trove of history has been further 
preserved and protected by the wisdom 
of the Bermuda government. Salvage of 
these wrecks is, for the most part, prohib- 
ited or strictly controlled by law. 

Bermuda's barrier reef completely en- 
circles the island and wrecks can be 
found along the entire perimeter. There is 
virtually a ring of wrecks surrounding this 
island, allowing diving trips to all four 
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points of the compass. Regardless of 
wind direction or sea swells, there is al- 


ways at least one or two sides of the is- 


land that are diveable. 


NORTH 

The Caraquet is a steamer which sank 
in 1923 while carrying a cargo of general 
goods.

The Madiana is a British passenger 
Steamer which sank in 1903. It lies in 20- 
40 feet of water and is inhabited by great 
numbers of reef fish. 

The Jaunton is a British Royal Mail 
steamer which sank in 1914. Her bow 
section and engine are still visible and 
covered with corals. She lies in 10-25 
feet of water. 

The Aristo is a Norwegian freighter 
which sank in 1937. The ship Is still fairly 
well intact and lies in 55 feet. 

The Cristobal Colon is a Spanish luxury 
liner which sank in 1936. She is one of 
the largest and most beautiful wrecks in 





Bermuda and is ideally suited for under- 
water photography. 


EAST 
The Avenger is an English brig which 
sank in 1894. She lies in 20-30 feet of 
water and still has a number of deadeyes 
from the sail rigging still in place. 








The Colonel W. Ball is an American 
motor yacht which sank in 1943. She al- 
so lies in fairly shallow to medium depths. 


~ SOUTH 

The Rita Zovetta is an Italian ore carrier 
which sank in 1924. The vessel lies in 20 
to 70 feet of water and the stern is still 
fairly intact. ; 

The Kate is an English steamer whic 
sank in 1878. She is marked by a distinc- 
tive propeller and a large anchor lying in 
25-45 feet. 

The Pollockshields is an English 
steamer which sank in 1915 while carry- 
ing supplies and ammunition for WW I. 
She lies in 10 to 30 feet of water and 
brass shell casings are still visible. 

The Minnie Bresslauer is a 300 foot 
English steamer which sank in 1873. Her 
cargo consisted of dried fruit, cork and 
lead ingots. She lies in 25-75 feet of wa- 
ter and is marked by a copper boiler, pro- 
peller and rudder assembly. 

The Marie Celeste is an American Civil 
War sidewheeler which sank in 1864. 
She lies in 50-60 feet of water. The 
framework of her two paddlewheels is 
still visibile. 


WEST | 
The Constellation is a four masted, 180 
foot schooner which sank in 1943. She 
was carrying a general cargo of cement 
bags, shoes and medical suppplies. Div- 
ers often find glass ampules of World 
War Il medical drugs, glassware, cCruci- 


‘fixes and cosmetic bottles on this fasci- 


nating wreck. 

The Montana is an American Civil War 
paddlewheeler which lies in 20-30 feet of 
water. The paddlewheel framework is 
fairly intact and lies on its side. 

The L’Herminie is a 60 gun French frig- 
ate which sank in 1838. Her remains lie 
in 20-30 feet of water with 25 giant can- 
nons still visible. 

The North Carolina is an English 
barque which sank in 1880. Much of this 
sailing vessel remains intact.

near the center of Key Largo on U.S. 1 
adjacent to the entrance to Pennekamp 
Park. Also, a waterfront dive shop was 
developed to facilitate the transfer of 
tanks and dive gear to the boats. A sec- 
ond large dive boat, the 50 foot Ocean 
Diver, was placed in operation, offering 
many of the same advantages as the 
Captain Crunch but faster and equipped 
with bunks and galley for live-aboard 
charters to the Keys and Bahamas. 

In late 1977 Stephen Frink rented a 
portion of the new highway facility to 
open a business catering exclusively to 
the underwater photo enthusiast.

Be mechanically correct. 
We've seen picture after pic- 
ture—especially close-ups— 
: lose because of poor focus, in- 
adequate depth of field or improper ex- 
posure. Perhaps the entrants were con- 
centrating on composition and hoped the 
judges wouldn’t notice the mechanical 
defects. Examine slides for sharpness 
with a high-quality loupe. Don’t depend 
on your unaided eye, a cheap loupe or 
projection with cheap lenses. 

Don't enter damaged prints. While 
we've seen judges ignore minor dam- 
ages that probably occurred while prints 
where in transit, we doubt that they would 
ignore stains and damages that obviously 
occurred before the prints were mailed. 
The bottom line might be whether or not 
the picture could be reproduced if it was 
a winner. 





Grab their emotions. Except in 
the smaller contests, static, doc- 
umentary portraits of divers or 
fish will probably be eliminated 
in favor of photos that show action or 
evoke a strong mood. What Is the subject 
doing? How does the picture make me 
feel? These are the questions in the 
judge’s mind. Today’s judges are no 
longer impressed by the mere fact that 
you took the picture underwater. Make 
them laugh, cry or stare in awe and 
you re heading for the winner’s circle. 

¢ Go for the eyes. Given two 
> equally good portraits of inverte- 
brates, the one with the eyes will 
win. Hermit crab and octopus 
portraits, where the eyes are prominent, 
will usually win over corals or sponges 
(assuming the photo techniques are the 
same). The viewer looks for the subject's 
eyes because they lead to the direct or 
implied action in the picture. In the PADI 
contest, six of the divers had eye contact 
with marine creatures, two had eye con- 
tact with the viewer and two had implied 
eye contact with their surroundings. 

’ Dare to be different. Some 
> judges consciously or uncon- 
sciously compare entries to oth- 
er photos of that subject that 
they have seen before. We saw a perfect 
print of two French angels lose, even 
though we thought it was superior to the 
other entries. Why did it lose? Because 
the judge had seen so many French an- 
gel photos in the past he was “‘bored”’ 
with them! Judges who are experienced 
U/W photographers may vote for a pho- 
tograph—regardless of technical quality 
or composition—just because it shows a 
subject, technique, action or view they 
may have never seen before. To please 
them, strive for something different.

* The same can be safe. If the 
judges are new to U/W photog- 
raphy and aren't familiar with 
: previous winners, the same kind 
of pictures that won before may win 
again. Therefore, it never hurts to include 
entries that are similar to previous year’s 
winners. On the West Coast, for example, 
close-up portraits of patterns of kelp 
bulbs have won or placed in contests for 
years. While veteran photographers refer 
to these kinds of pictures as ‘‘every- 
body’s kelp shot,”’ they win again and 
again. Likewise the colorful, oval patterns 
of sea anemones are often the favorites 
of new judges. 


Cash in with trends. Whales 
are an “‘in thing’ now. Because 
they are endangered and get 
good press, good U/W pictures 
of these graceful giants are likely to be 
winners. And, if the whale is shown with 
a baby, the emotional pull is even greater 
and chances of winning increase. While 
you may not be able to put a whale in 
front of your lens, be aware of U/W sub- 
jects that are or may be receiving public 
attention. Also, look for trends in tech- 
niques. For awhile, anything that was 
backlit was getting attention. At this writ- 
ing, subtle lighting is in. 


Win with composition. Photos 
of simple subjects, with a single 
main point of interest, are often 
pretty, but not always winners. 
Photos with two subjects, relating to each 
other, showing action, behavior or depth, 
are usually more interesting. Ben Ep- 
stein’s winning pictures in the PADI and 
USA contests had three subjects—near 
fish, the shape of a cave opening and a 
distant diver framed by the cave—and the 
contrast between the near fish and dis- 
tant diver gave a feeling of depth. The 
judge’s eye could start with any part of 
the scene and move onto another. The 
point is that pictures with multiple points 
of interest often hold the judge’s attention 
longer and thus end up as winners. 


Title creatively. Sometimes 
the title can give a picture the 
extra little push it needs to win. 
For example, in the PADI con- 
test, Sally Adolph’s natural light photo- 
graph presented a view of a distant diver 
through a porthole. Her creative title, 
Through the Looking Glass, adds a mood 
to her photo that titles such as Diver and 
Porthole would miss completely. Like- 
wise, Sally’s title, Ghostly Chamber, for 
her natural light slide of the engine room 
of a sunken ship, may have helped when 
she won first place for wreck slides in the 
USA contest.

» Reverse your viewpoint. Here 
> is a simple trick for selecting 
those close-up slides that attract 
: and hold the viewer’s eye. After 
eliminating all slides that have poor fo- 
cus, exposure or composition, place the 
surviving slides on a flat light box (with 
5,500 K lamps). Walk around to the op- 
posite side of the table and glance at the 
slides. Because they are upside down, 
you don’t try to see the picture. Rather, 
your eye will be drawn to the slides with 
the most color and contrast and distinc- 
tive forms and shapes. The slides that at- 
tract your eye will often be among your 
best contest entries. 

¢ Have a precontest. If you can 
» arrange to show your slides be- 
fore a group, arrange a precon- 
test judging to help you select 
your final entries. The basic procedure 
is to carefully, but concisely, explain the 
categories and other judging criteria to 
your audience and then have them judge 
your slides. You must be neutral in your 
presentation! If, by your body language 
or tone of voice you show your personal 
preferences, different members may vote 
for or against a particular picture for that 
reason. If you can show to more than one 
group—one divers, the other non-divers— 
you can get a feeling for what impressed 
each the most. The point is that you often 
cant judge your own work objectively. 
Jim once threw a slide into a trash can 
because the lighting didn’t turn out the 
way he had expected. Another photogra- 
pher retrieved the slide and talked Jim in- 
to keeping it. Later, that same slide won 
a silver medal. Thus, if you want to be a 
winner, your goal must be to please oth- 
ers—not just yourself. 

¢ Multiple entries are OK. Some 
contest rules may disqualify pic- 
tures that have been published 
or have been winners in other 
contests, but we've never seen rules that 
excluded a basic setup or subject matter. 
If you took several pictures of the same 
subject and have two or three excellent 
shots that are similar, enter each of these 
in different contests. As long as the pic- 
tures were taken at a different time, on a 
different frame of film, they are different 
pictures. Ben Epstein, for example, took 
first place in both the PADI and USA con- 
tests with a multiple entry. His two pic- 
tures (the fish, cave and diver previously 
described), titled Cave of Jewels for PADI 


and Cave of Gold for the USA contest, 
were probably taken only minutes apart 


with the same subjects and location.

PHOTO CONTEST TIPS 


ture, the greater the eye appeal. Like- 
wise, if you can enter up to three slides, 
enter three. The greater your number of 
entries, the greater your chance of win- 
ning. When we've been judges, we and 
the others we've judged with have never 
been biased against photographers who 
entered the maximum number of pictures 
allowed by the rules. Follow all rules to 
the letter! In large contests, where they 
may wish to reduce the number of pic- 
tures the judges must labor over, even 
the slightest deviation from the rules may 
automatically disqualify an entry. 
Neatness can count. Imagine 
you are a contest judge who 
has been looking at U/W pic- 
tures all day. You're tired, your 
eyes ache, but you must make one last 
decision: Of two pictures, which is first 
place, and which is second. You've been 
putting this desicion off because both pic- 
ture are excellent, you couldn't make up 
your mind, and you could justify your de- 
cision for either. Then you notice some- 
thing different! The required information 
(for this example) concerning subject, lo- 
cation and aperture on the back of one 
print is neatly typed on a label. And, on 
the other, it is a barely legible scrawl. OK, 
you're the judge, what's your decision? 
When you were teetering on the fence, 
neatness won—didn't it? 

Develop a winning strategy. 
After learning as much as you 
can about the purposes of the 
contest and the judging, sort 
your potential entries into the categories 
specified by the rules. Include a varied 
selection of pictures within each catego- 
ry. In other words, have something for 
each judge. While having one judge on 
your side doesn't guarantee winning, 
judges sometimes ‘‘horse trade’ and 
compromise to break deadlocks. Realize 
you are emotionally involved with your 
pictures, and you probably need unbi- 
ased help in making your final selection. 
Winners can lose. A picture 
that loses in one contest might 
win in another. Perhaps your 
picture didn't fit the purpose of 
the contest or it may have lost by only a 
narrow margin. Also, different judges 
may see the picture differently. If you 
think you have a winner, don't be afraid 
to enter it again in another contest. >.

ing physician should be consulted if this 
occurs since prompt recompression 
chamber treatment often results in a re- 
turn of inner ear function to normal. 
Any diver who suffers inner ear injury 
while diving should have a complete ENT 
evaluation before returning to diving. The 
disappearance of vertigo may not indi- 
cate that the balance organ in the inner 
ear has returned to normal function. If 
such an evaluation reveals significant 
deafness or inner ear balance organ dys- 
function, the diver should not return to 
diving: Such injuries increase the likeli- 
hood of future injuries. Damage to the op- 
posite ear can cause total deafness. 


PREVENTION OF EAR SQUEEZE 

There have been some devices de- 
signed for people with perforated ear 
drums who cannot get their ears wet 
when diving. | can recall diving with a 
friend who used them and always com- 
plained how difficult they were to use. 
These earmuff type devices were not in- 
tended to help equalize ear pressures 
and prevent ear squeeze. Rather, they 
are Supposed to keep water out of the 
ears. To accomplish that it is necessary 
to maintain the pressure on the ear at am- 
bient pressure. Hence, connection of the 
earmuffs to the second stage of the regu- 
lator or to a facemask is necessary. Al- 
though such devices work, the difficulty 
in using them and the risk of getting a se- 
vere ear infection if they leak, has limited 
their popularity. 

No matter what you do to the outside 
of the ears, the problem with equalizing 
is from the inside of the ears and throat 
and there are no artificial tubes which can 
connect the mask or regulator with the 
middle ears where the equalization prob- 
lem occurs. You should learn the various 
ways to clear your ears. If you still have 
trouble after using the correct method of 
clearing, have an ear, nose and throat ex- 
am by a doctor who knows something 
about diving medicine. Before seeking 
more medical advice, try the following: 
descend in the water head up (that is go 
down feet first), begin to clear your ears 
on the surface, before you begin your de- 
scent and clear continuously as you de- 
scend. Be careful not to bear down too 
hard or you will risk a round window rup- 
ture and more ear trouble. 

Dizziness on ascent may result from al- 
ternobaric vertigo and comes from the 
ears not equalizing at the same time dur- 
ing ascent. The only way to keep the 
pressure off the ears when diving is to 
use the complicated one atmosphere div- 
ing suit. These are large and very expen- 
sive. Made of metal, they maintain a one 
atmosphere pressure within. They are on- 
ly used by commercial companies and

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MONTEREY MECCA

hen one thinks of the Monterey 

Peninsula one might think of Cali- 
fornia’s nautical past; of fishing and whal- 
ing ports, canneries and packing plants, 
of noisy saloons and houses of ill repute. 
With all of its color and nostalgia, it is 
easy to understand why John Steinbeck 
set much of his literary work in the Monte- 
rey area. 

Although a beautifully picturesque set- 
ting for travelers and tourists, Monterey 
also offers the underwater explorer spe- 
cial sights and adventure. It is a mecca 
for skin and scuba divers from Central 
and Northern California. During the week 
Monterey is an easy paced and quiet 
seaside town. Motels and restaurants are 
uncrowded, almost vacant. One can stroll 
along Cannery Row and visit specialty 
and antique shops, or walk on the un- 
crowded beaches, observing sea otters 
and tide pool life. The diving areas are 
unpopulated. 

But on Friday afternoon, a strange lem- 
ming-like migration begins. They come 
from Marin County, Santa Cruz, Sacra- 
mento and San Luis Obispo. Early Satur- 
day morning the motels, campsites and 
parking lots are full. Lines form outside 
the local dive shops and the coastline 
creeps with divers. 

But why Monterey? 

All one needs to do is take a drive 
along Ocean View Boulevard and exam- 
ine the various rock and reef formations 
off the beach, note the calm, protected 
coves and bays, grab a tankful of air and 
get wet. The whole area is fantastically 
suited for beach diving. 

When diving conditions are good (and 
they usually are, provided fierce Pacific 
storms are not lashing the coast) the visi- 
bility ranges from 15 to 30 feet, some- 
times more when an upwelling occurs. 
The rocky coves and bluffs keep diving 
areas protected and calm. Even when 
Monterey Bay is whitecapped, the beach 
areas can be placid. 

Marine life in the Monterey waters is in- 
credible. Lingcod grow unusually large. 
Rockfish and red abalone abound (abs 
may only be taken free diving). Inverte- 
brate life is colorful and diverse. 

The diving areas themselves are just 
as diverse as the marine life. The follow- 
ing are just a few of the examples of 
Monterey’s many exciting sites. 

The Coast Guard Breakwater is just 
south of Fisherman's Wharf and at the 
northern end of Cannery Row. It is a very 
calm diving area easily accessible from 
the beach. The breakwater is a pile of 
rocks cut in varying sizes and dimensions 
that wrap around the front of the marina. 
The rocks create many cracks and crev- 
ices that house lingcod, bass and rock- 
fish. Some of the crevices are even large 








enough for a diver to swim into. Living on 
the rocks are many brilliantly colored 
starfish and anenomes. There are sheets 
of rock completely covered with dazzling 
Corynactis. Patches of giant kelp run up 
and down the breakwater. 

Toward the end of the rocks lives a col- 
ony of sea lions. These curious mammals 
will always come to examine the divers 
who visit their niche on the breakwater. 
They are harmless, but will come excep- 
tionally close. The abundance of marine 
life in this area makes it good for spear- 
fishing and photography. Because there 
is a layer of silt on the rocks, proper 
buoyancy control and minimum fin move- 
ment is a must to maintain visibility. 

McAbees Beach is in the heart of Can- 
nery Row. This area is often used for 
class checkout dives, but it offers much 
for the spearfisherman or photographer 
as well. A reef system begins directly in 
front of the Outrigger restaurant and 
slopes gently into 20-30 feet of water. 
There are many pieces of Monterey’s 
past in this area. Pilings from old cannery 
piers lie broken and twisted with many 
colorful life forms growing on them. Sea 
otters search for food here. These furry 
little Creatures can easily be seen from 
the shore, lying on their backs and 
feasting on shellfish all day long. The ot- 
ter must eat a tremendous amount of 
food each day to maintain its metabolic 
rate. Despite their epicurean efforts, 
some red abalone can be found under- 
neath the rocks that cover the bottom. 
There are numerous Hopkins rose nudi- 
branchs in the waters off McAbees 
Beach, a colorful creature that dots the 
algae encrusted rocks. Starfish of varying 
colors and sizes abound. In the shallow 
water pilings beneath the Cannery Row 
restaurants, white, green, yellow and pur- 
ple sea anenomes can be found growing 
to exceedingly large proportions. Here a 
photographer can expose an entire roll of 
film in less than five feet of water. 

south of Cannery Row, along Ocean 
View Boulevard, is Lovers Point. Many 
spectacularly arrayed starfish, various 
seashells, nudibranchs, rockfish and kelp 
make this a popular diving area. Here a 
rocky promontory begins on land and 
drops off into the water, gently sloping in- 
to the depths of Monterey Bay. A short 
swim off the beach will put the diver in 30 
to 40 feet of water among the large gran- 
ite boulders. These rocks form interesting 
bowl and wall formations, some that rise 
up 20 feet. The easy entry from the 
parking area on the bluff and short swim 
make Lovers Point a relaxed and interest- 
ing dive. 

There are many other good dive sites 
off the Monterey Penninsula, but there 
are also some areas nearby that deserve 
mention as well. 

Monastery Beach off Highway 1 just 
south of Carmel is perhaps best known 
for its large, whipcracking shorebreak. 
This is where a diver and his equipment

may go their separate ways and where a 
large number of diving accidents have 
taken place. The exit technique named 
after the area, the ‘‘Monastery Crawl,’’ 
necessitates some humility. 

Well, if this place is so nasty that divers 
crawl on all fours out of the water, why 
dive Monastery Beach? The answer is 
that for the properly trained, and when 
conditions are calm, Monastery makes a 
spectacular diving experience. The 
beach itself has a very steep drop-off. 
Less than six feet offshore the average 
diver is in water over his head. There are 
rock formations on the north and south 
sides of the beach. Both areas offer good 
hunting, sightseeing and photography. 
The rocks stairstep down to great depths 
as Carmel’s submarine canyon runs di- 
rectly into the beach. The canyon itself 
drops to depths greater than 1,000 feet. 
Care should be exercised in monitoring 
depth, buoyancy and bottom time in this 
area. Spotted rose anemones grow here 
to large size. There is an evenly divided 
terrain of kelp, rock and sand. Inverte- 
brate photography is very good when the 
water is clear. 

Parking in this area is directly off of 
Highway 1, and make sure your vehicle 
is locked when you are diving. There are 
restrooms on the beach. 

Directly south of Monastery Beach is 
Point Lobos. This is the highlight spot for 
anyone diving the Monterey-Carmel area. 
Point Lobos is a state preserve, and there 
are strict ordinances regarding the use of 
the area by divers. There is a $2 entry fee 
at the gate. All divers must register with 
the ranger and present proof of certifica- 
tion (if your C-card does not have your 
photograph on it you must present your 
drivers license as well) and have a diving 
partner. There is no solo diving allowed 
at Point Lobos, no class activity allowed 
and no hunting or collecting permitted. 
Spearguns must be checked in at the 
gate or the owner will be fined. This is 
Strictly a ‘“‘take pictures, leave bubbles’’ 
only dive. 

Also, only a certain number of divers 
are allowed into Whalers’ Cove diving 
area at a time. On weekends a consider- 
able number of divers sit in their vehicles 
waiting to be allowed inside the reserve. 
Weekday diving is uncrowded and quiet. 
At Whalers’ Cove there is only one area 
for entering and exiting the water, a boat 
launching ramp. Small boats are allowed 
to be trailered inside the park. There are 
restrooms. 

The cove itself resembles a woodland 
lake bordered with high rock walls and 
cypress trees. Kelp grows inside the 
cove. The best diving areas are found 
outside the cove, on the wash rocks jut- 
ting out into Carmel Bay and adjacent 
Bluefish Cove. A short swim will put the

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diver in 40 to 50 feet of water. Deeper 
water is easily found off the ledges. 

The waters off Point Lobos offer the 
greatest abundance and variety of marine 
life in the Monterey area, with many spe- 
cies growing to larger than usual size. 
Rockfish, lingcod, anemones and various 
brilliantly colored fish inhabit the rocks 
and crevices along the bottom. Toward 
the outermost wash rocks a small canyon 
begins in 50 feet of water with a gradual 
slope that continues off into the abyss of 
Carmel Bay. Also in the waters here are 
caves, caverns and pinnacles. For the 
photographer and sightseer, Point Lobos 
is a must. 

In all, Monterey offers much for the 
sport diver. There are two dive shops and 
several dive boat operations in town. On- 
ly one campsite is available, but many 
reasonably priced motels can be found 
(reservations are recommended on the 
weekends). Monterey also offers many 
diverse activities for non-divers. There is 
a marine museum and a huge saltwater 
aquarium is being constructed. Cannery 
Row and Fisherman’s Wharf host a trip 
into Montereys’ rambunctious past, and 
offer excellent dining and shopping. >

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THE LURE 
OF DIVING 








BY JOHN VAN NIEL 


he cool blue waters of Lake Ontario 

met the hazy late evening sky to form 
an almost imperceptible horizon. My div- 
ing partner and | quickly got into our gear 
and slipped into the water. Flicking on 
our underwater lights, we started off ona 
new adventure. Although this was a fa- 
vorite spot for fishing, few divers had ev- 
er explored it. Everything pointed toward 
a rewarding dive. As my light danced 
along the rocky bottom, a small shadow 
began to take form. As | neared, my heart 
beat excitedly. | had found a lure diver’s 
treasure chest; a tackle box full of lures! 
Responding to my tugs on our safety line, 
my buddy swam over and congratulated 
me. Using hand signals, we decided to 
head: back to shore. About halfway in, we 
hit the jackpot again, this time in the form 
of an anchor. 

Back on shore we tallied up our finds. 
Altogether we had gotten 58 lures, a 
tackle box and an anchor—not bad for an 
hour of fun! Although all of our dives are 
not as profitable as this one, there are 
many treasures awaiting the diver. 

| have often read articles about divers 
searching for Spanish.galleons or dredg- 
ing for gold. However, these hobbies re- 
quire expensive equipment and are limit- 
ed to specific areas. On the other hand, 
anyone living near a body of water where 
fishing occurs can enjoy the fast growing 
sport of lure diving. It is inexpensive and 
always a new experience. 

Before | continue, there are a few 
points of which prospective lure divers 
should be made aware. First, remember 
that you will be diving in an area that is 
a favorite for fishermen. Be considerate! 
Most anglers feel you are scaring away 
all of the fish. Secondly, you are profiting 
from someone else's misfortune (the loss 
of a lure). We have found it best to be dis- 
crete about the amount of ‘‘treasure’’ we 
recover. I'm not suggesting lying, but | do 
advise diplomacy. Lastly, always be an 
ethical diver. One year, an irate fisherman

f you asked an experienced diver what 

features he or she would want in a dive 
mask the answer might be, ‘“‘comfort, a 
good seal, wide vision, sturdy materials, 
low volume and good looks.’ If you add- 
ed easy adjustment and easily inter- 
changeable lenses to this list you would 
have described the Mares Prima. 

The Prima mask (distributed in the U.S. 
by SeaQuest) has a soft, hypoallergenic 
silicone rubber skirt available in either 
clear or black. This material is resistant to 
damage by ultraviolet light and ozone. 
The skirt is very pliable and has such a 
smooth, gradual taper that its single seal 
will accommodate a wide variety of face 
shapes and sizes comfortably. The skirt 
tapers out to accommodate dual, five mil- 
limeter thick, tempered glass lenses. 
These are positioned close to the face for 
wide vision and are open enough at the 


bridge of the nose to allow gloved finger- 
tips to reach the nose easily when clear- 
ing the ears. The mask is low volume and 
easy to clear underwater. 

The lenses are held in the mask by a 
tough, yet flexible methacrylate frame 
(blue for the clear skirt, black for the 
black). The unique feature of this frame is 
that it is closed on the lenses by two 
snap-over clamps. Thus, the lenses can 
be taken out at any time for cleaning. This 
also allows the diver to substitute optical 
lenses from the Mares Santiago system 
into the Prima. These are precision 
ground and available in 0.5 diopter incre- 
ments from - 1.5 to - 10.0. 

The Prima’s strap is stretchy and is 
perforated by three long slots which give 
it some of the holding stability of a split 
strap while retaining the strength of a sin- 
gle band. Not only does the band itself 





conform to the shape of the diver’s head, 
but its buckles swivel, allowing the band 
to be angled comfortably. 

The strap buckles are made of the 
same material as the mask frame and 
thus can’t corrode. Their one piece de- 
sign can't jam and they are set up so that 
even while the mask is being worn, a light 
tug on one end of the strap pulls it farther 
through the buckle, tightening it. In the re- 
verse direction the strap binds against it- 
self and thus can’t loosen while the diver 
is wearing it. The ends of the strap have 
ridges which prevent it from slipping 
completely out of the buckles. 

The whole combination of Prima fea- 
tures create a mask that is comfortable, 
functional and good looking. It sells for 
$40 in clear and $37 in black. The optical 
lenses are extra. Check out the Prima

O” look at this gear bag and you 
can't help asking yourself, ‘‘why 
didn't somebody think of this before 
now?’’ U.D.T.’s new Tag-Along Dive 
Buddy cart is one of those products that 
professional marketers call a ‘‘natural.”’ It 
sells itself on looks alone. 

The Buddy Bag has been developed 
and produced by Underwater Design 
Technology (U.D.T.), a small diving 
equipment manufacturer in Texas. The 
genius behind this unique invention is Ro- 
land Lange, president of U.D.T. Roland is 
perhaps best known for his previous in- 
vention, the Lange Tables. 

Lange's latest invention is absolutely 
inspirational. He has taken the standard 
dive gear bag and made it portable, 
transportable and mobile. This has been 
accomplished by simply building a light- 
weight PVC tube rack around the bag

A Mobile Dive Gear Carrier That Makes Life Easier 


and adding a set of wheels. Don’t, how- 
ever, let the simplicity of the idea deceive 
you—Lange has incorporated quite a 
number of clever ideas into it. 

Lange's Buddy Bag starts with a fairly 
standard, roomy dive gear bag made of 
rugged Cordura fabric. He has added a 
large outside accessory pouch on one 
side. The ends of the bag have nylon

mesh breathing panels which allow semi- 
wet equipment to continue drying while 
being transported. The big difference 
with the Lange bag is that the bottom is 
fitted with nylon web straps and Velcro® 
which allow the bag to be securely fas- 
tened to the frame of the wheelie cart. 

The one clever addition to the gear bag 
which cannot be seen from the outside is 
a continuous loop PVC tube frame which 
keeps the bag from collapsing when 
empty. The Lange bag is an absolute 
dream to pack and unpack because of 
this. Incidentally, the frame can be disas- 
sembled for storage or packing. 

Now we get to the good part. The true 
magic of the Lange Buddy Bag is the 
PVC frame/cart. Constructed of 1 inch di- 
ameter PVC tubing, this frame goes the 
full length of the bag bottom and then 
wraps around one end. It allows the bag 
to sit in a horizontal position or to stand 
up on end. One end of the rack is fitted 
with a piece of horizontal PVC tube which 
contains an aluminum axle and a wheel 
at each end. The wheels themselves are 
5% inch diameter, solid rubber with a 
plastic hub. They are held onto the axle 
by large stainless steel snap clips. The 
entire wheel assembly can be immersed 
in salt water without danger of rusting or 
corrosion. The cart frame is fitted with ny- 
lon webbing straps and a PVC tube han- 
dle which allow a diver to tow it. 

But wait, we are not done yet! The 
frame of the cart also doubles as a back- 
pack frame for carrying the bag when it 
is impossible to tow. Two large shoulder 
straps are fitted from the bottom of the 
axle to the top of the rack and the left 
strap has a quick release buckle. The two 
wheels and axle can be quickly disas- 
sembled in seconds and stowed inside 
the bag for safe keeping. 

The versatility of the Lange Buddy Bag 
is remarkable. It can be towed behind the 
diver while crossing a parking lot or an 
air terminal. The large wheels roll 
smoothly and negotiate bumps and side- 
walk curbs easily. It is the ideal traveling 
companion for any diver planning either 
a short trip to the ocean or a dive vaca- 
tion overseas. 

Because the wheels and axle are easi- 
ly removable you can ship the Buddy Bag 
like normal airline luggage. We tested this 
by checking the bag on a cross country 
trip. It traveled well, even surviving the 
luggage carousel at the airport. 

At a retail price of $118.90, the Lange 
Buddy Bag is a real winner. In fact, | sus- 
pect the big problem will be obtaining 
one before the supply is sold out. If you 
already have a gear bag, the cart alone 
is available for $59.95.
